ADVANCED DIVE 
TRAVEL SPOTS 


ic, month we discussed the emer- 
gence of advanced dive travelers and 
their special needs. There is a growing 
body of experienced dive travelers who 
are no longer content with resorts that ca- 
ter only to novice divers. These divers 
want freedom and adventure—not hand- 
holding. Now, let's turn the picture 
around and try to define an advanced 
dive travel resort or experience. 

Identifying advanced dive travel loca- 
tions is not aS easy as one might think. 
Many operations don't realize how suited 
they are for experienced divers. And, 
some prefer not to be identified as 
advanced for fear of discouraging poten- 
tial customers. 

From what we have observed, ad- 
vanced dive travel locations can be iden- 
tified in two ways—the hardships involved 
and the potential rewards. An advanced 
dive travel spot is one that requires the 
patience, skill and experience of a diver 
who has been traveling overseas for 
three to five years (six or more dive vaca- 
tion trips). Conversely, an advanced dive 
travel location offers a different or special 
experience not available at general dive 
vacation operations. | i 

First, let us discuss the hardships in- 
volved. Advanced travel can often be 
physically demanding. For example, a 17 
hour flight from the U.S. to Australia can 
be a grueling trip—particularly if it is your 
first time. The crossing of so many time 
zones can upset your internal clock and 
Cause you to be tired for days afterward. 

A visit to the fabulously beautiful Mari- 
on Reef in the Coral Sea requires a 27 
hour nonstop boat ride to cross the 300 
miles of open ocean between the Austra- 


lia coast and this remote atoll. The trip. 


can be rough and there is no way to pre- 
dict the weather prior to departure. 

The health aspects of advanced travel 
are another consideration. There are 
many places in the world where the water 
is undrinkable for Americans and can 
Cause severe gastric problems. Other 
destinations require inoculations or medi- 
cation to prevent disease. For example, 
a dive vacation to Papua New Guinea or 
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the Solomon Islands requires that anti- 
malaria pills be taken prior to, during and 
after the trip. 

Other travel hardships can be minor 
annoyances such as money exchange, 
foreign languages, unfamiliar foods, the 
lack of air-conditioning or private bath- 
rooms, lumpy mattresses, insects and so 
on. Flight schedules are likely to be less 
reliable and alternate travel plans require 
ingenuity. And, there are no guarantees 
a room will be ready upon your arrival. 
Americans don't realize the very high 
standard of living we enjoy here in the 
U.S. until they venture into the undevel- 
Oped countries of the world. 

How about the diving? Diving services 
are much like resorts anywhere, but there 
can be minor hardships that require skill 
and experience. For example, you might 
find yourself diving from a small boat that 
has no dive ladder and requires hauling 
yourself over the gunwale. There can be 
currents at certain locations. You may 
have to rely more on your personal dive 
skills and knowledge because the guide 
does not speak English. Diligent adher- 
ence to the dive tables is a must, as the 
nearest recompression chamber may be 
thousands of miles away. 

And, while we are on the subject of 
hardships, we might as well mention the 
financial aspect. Generally speaking, 
advanced dive travel is going to be more 
costly than a general dive vacation. The 
cost depends largely on the destination. 





For example, a general dive vacation 
to the Caribbean can run $1,200 to 
$1,400 per person for one week (air fare 
included). An advanced dive trip to some 
islands in the Caribbean might run 
$1,600 to $1,900—approximately 40 per- 
cent more. For this added cost experi- 
enced divers enjoy more diving, virgin 
reefs and perhaps fewer people. 

Advanced dive travel to distant, exotic 
destinations is a much different story. The 
cost can run from $3,000 to $6,000 per 
person depending on how exotic you 
want to get! This type of advanced travel 
is three or four times the cost of a Carib- 
bean vacation. 

By now you are probably wondering if 
an advanced travel vacation is worth all 
of this extra hassle and cost. You bet it 
is—especially if you have been to Cozu- 
mel three times and dived other popular 
Caribbean destinations. After six to ten 
diving vacations you begin yearning for 
something different and more special. 

Advanced dive travel offers that rare 
opportunity to experience a one-of-a-kind 
adventure unavailable anywhere else. 
Who can dispute the thrill of handfeeding 
a family of 12 giant potato cod on Austra- 
lia's Great Barrier Reef? Who would.not 
marvel at Marion Reef’s incredible 300 
foot visibility? 

The sunken Japanese fleet in Truk La- 
goon is a fascinating swim through World 
War II history and one that is unparalleled 
in wreck diving beauty. Shark feeding in 
the Maldive Islands is an incredible dem- 
onstration of man’s courage and a wild 
animal's capacity for patience. 

Each of these advanced dive trips is a 
remarkable adventure that will be remem- 
bered and described to friends for years 
afterward. It is the diver’s way of grab- 
bing a little of life’s gusto. And, for many 
of us, it is well worth ail the hardships en- 
dured and the money spent. 

Look at it this way. The average certi- 
fied diver can look forward to 25 years of 
active diving. At the average rate of two 
vacation trips per year, the traveling diver 
can visit a total of 50 different destina- 
tions in a lifetime! 

At last count, there were about 350 re- 
sort dive operations worldwide. That 
means the average diver will only sample 
15 percent of the world’s diving experi- 
ences. Which 50 dive destinations do you 
plan to visit? >s.

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Answers: Nitrogen Narcosis 


1. A, B, C, D. Cousteau called narco- 
sis ‘rapture of the deep” in 1954. The 
unromantic British divers simply called 
it “narks.” It is termed “depth intoxica- 
tion” in some books. The most correct 
name is probably “inert gas narcosis.” 
Some object to the word narcosis, but 
its usage is correct. (See Webster’s 
Dictionary.) 


2. D. Unknown. To quote Dr. Chris 
Dueker, “Several theories have been 
proposed to explain the mechanism of 
narcosis. None completely satisfies.” It 
is believed that narcosis is closely re- 
lated to the mechanism of anesthesia, 
however, so if you chose answer C, 
give yourself half credit for the ques- 
tion. 


3. A, B, C, D, E. Studies have shown 
three groups with regards to symp- 
toms: Those who develop euphoria, 
those who develop anxiety and those 
who feel no symptoms. The last group 
is the worst, for they are still affected 
by narcosis, but are unaware of it. Re- 
member that symptoms vary from dive 
to dive and use caution. 


4. A, B, C, D. Here is yet another rea- 
son to avoid alcohol prior to diving. 
Good health habits are important, such 
as being well rested for a dive. You 
need to be well and feel well—physical- 
ly and emotionally—before making a 
deep dive. Training and experience are 
also prerequisites. 


5. C. Both of the above. Novice div- 
ers are more affected at shallower 
depths than experienced divers. As 


confidence increases, the effects of 
narcosis are decreased. It is ironic that 
cold enhances narcosis because the 
water tends to become colder as depth 
increases. Narcosis isn’t a problem in 
warm, shallow water, so that’s where 
novices should dive. 


6. B. 80 to 100 feet. Experienced div- 
ers usually feel the effects of narcosis 
around 100 feet, but newly certified 
divers tend to experience effects at 
shallower depths. | feel that narcosis 
begins as soon as you descend and it 
just gets worse the deeper you dive! 


7. C. Ascending to a shallower 
depth. The other actions listed may be 
helpful for dealing with other problems 
such as overexertion or carbon dioxide 
excess, but they will not provide relief 
from narcosis. In fact, they would prob- 
ably make it worse. You must reduce 
the pressure of the gases being 
breathed and this requires ascending. 


8. A, B, C, D. The major problem with 
narcosis is that it reduces intellectual 
capacities. If your perception is nar- 
rowed, thinking occurs in slow motion, 
you are forgetful and cannot reason 
Clearly, you are in a dangerous situa- 
tion underwater. While you may be 
able to perform physically through 
sheer willpower, your mental capability 
is reduced to a dangerous level. Avoid 
this. 


9. A, B. General tiredness and a head- 
ache may occur following a dive in 
which narcosis was experienced. The 
longer the exposure to the effects of 


narcosis, the more severe the after ef- 
fects. Relief from narcosis should be 
sought as soon as it is felt or ob- 
served. 


10. A. Be more severe than normal. 
The U.S. Navy recommends a rate of 
descent no greater than 75 feet per 
minute. Rapid descents to deep water 
can bring on a case of what some div- 
ers Call ‘‘the uglies,’’ which is really a 
symptom of narcosis. Slow, easy de- 
scents are recommended. 


11. A, B, C. One test used in studies 
is the multiplication of sets of two digit 
numbers. The error rate on the surface 
is compared to the error rate underwa- 
ter. Handwriting becomes increasingly 
larger with the severity of narcosis. 
Manual dexterity is the least accurate 
indicator of narcosis for recreational 
diving depths, but a loss of ability can 
be measured. 


12. B. Diving at shallow depths. 
Commercial divers breathe a mixture of 
helium and oxygen to avoid narcosis. 
Helium is only one-eighth as narcotic 
as nitrogen. Mixed gas diving is highly 
technical, however, and should never 
be attempted by recreational divers. 


13. C. Physically help him or her to 
shallower water. If your buddy’s 
awareness and reasoning ability are 
impaired, he or she may not respond 
to your signal or may even head for 
deeper water! Signaling is OK, but do it 
after making contact while getting him 
or her above narcotic depths. Your 
buddy may not understand or appreci- 
ate your action, but safety is more im- 
portant than his/her feelings at this 
point. 


14. B, D. Tolerance to narcosis is 
gained through experience. Greater tol- 
erance is possible with frequent expo- 
sure, but weekly activity is required. As 
anxiety is overcome, deeper depths are 
possible before the effects of narcosis 
are noticed. Mind over matter also 
works. If you believe strongly that nar- 
cosis will not affect you, tolerance is in- 
creased; but your willpower can over- 
ride warnings affecting your safety, so 
be careful. 


15. D. All of the above. This theory 
relates anesthetic effect to gas solubil- 
ity in fat. It states that when any inert 
substance reaches a sufficient concen- 
tration in the fatty part of the nervous 
system, depression results. The theory 
isn’t perfect, but it does help one un- 
derstand gas narcosis. 


Do you know more about inert gas narcosis now? The basics of the 
subject are that dangerous effects occur at about 100 feet and that one 
should ascend as soon as the effects are felt. The same policy should 
apply to all divers, not just beginners.

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t seems fitting that on the 45th anniver- 

sary of the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor, the USS Arizona is receiving roy- 
al treatment. National Park scientists and 
U.S. Navy divers are studying unusual 
deterioration on one side of the 608 foot 
long wreck, a memorial to the men and 
women who lost their lives during the at- 
tack in 1941. 

“It’s interesting,’’ Says diving superin- 
tendent Gary Cummins. ‘‘We’re studying 
all factors that affect the ship’s condition, 
including marine organisms, salinity, light 
and temperatures—searching for special 
variables that accelerate deterioration.’ 
Cummins and others are investigating 
why deterioration is predominant on cer- 
tain parts of the starboard side of the hull. 

“We're looking at the possibility of ca- 
thodic protection,’ Cummins explains, 
‘in which electric anodes would be at- 
tached to the ship and a low voltage cur- 
rent passed through the hull to reverse 
the process of electrolysis, the cause of 
metal deterioration. More than one million 
visitors per year board the memorial plat- 
form on the other side of the ship, which 
appears in relatively stable condition.’ 

Divers are hampered by limited visibili- 
ty that seldom exceeds seven feet on the 
38 foot deep wreck. They painstakingly 
took measurements and made sketches 
of the hull and then everything was 
pieced together by scientific illustrator 
Jerry Livingston. The survey—in its sec- 
ond year—will eventually enable park 
rangers to speak with greater knowledge 
and authority when explaining the causes 
of the USS Arizona’s rapid sinking and 
the appalling destruction wreaked upon 
her during the infamous dawn attack. 

In July 1985 | wrote about the recovery 
of artifacts from the HMS Pandora, which 
sank in 1790 on the Great Barrier Reef 
northeast of Australia. Captain Edward 
Edwards and his 24 gun frigate were 
searching for Captain Fletcher Christian 
and his crew who mutinied aboard the 
HMS Bounty. Peter Gesner, a represent- 
ative of the Queensland, Australia Muse- 
um, reports on further discoveries by 
Australian divers. Historical treasures 
brought up recently include a silver watch 
that still works, a bottle of cloves with a 
strong aroma, clay pipes, ivory syringes, 
armaments and rigging. ‘‘There is no oth- 
er wreck like it,’ Gesner says. “‘It’s a 
storehouse of naval life with its hull virtu- 
ally intact—a fine example of how Euro- 
pean ships were outfitted for exploration 
of the South Pacific nearly 200 years 
ago. Diving is restricted to six weeks 
per year because of turbulent conditions. 
Museum Officials say it may take another 
decade to retrieve all the artifacts. 

Divers Jeff Hummell and Matthew 
McCauley raised a World War || Grum- 
man Helldiver from Lake Washington and 
immediately experienced problems with 
the federal government. U.S. Navy offi- 
cials seized the plane from McCauley’s 
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home and began legal proceedings to 
establish ownership. Government attor- 
neys were trying to set a precedent for fu- 
ture aircraft recoveries, but they hadn't 
done their homework. Hummell and 
McCauley produced documents in court 
revealing a formal request to the Penta- 
gon asking about ownership of salvaged 
World War II planes. They were told the 
government had abandoned these old 
military aircraft, which had been ‘‘stricken 
off’’ the records. Judge John Cough- 
enour ruled the aircraft was the property 
of Hummell and McCauley and ordered it 
released from the Sand Point Naval Base 
where it had been impounded. The judge 
also ordered the U.S. Navy to pay the 
divers $12,000 for costs incurred in the 
case. The precedent the government 
hoped to set backfired and divers now 
have a precedent of their own to fall back 
on for future recoveries.

Divers, Inc., a club that continues to fight 





the endless bills emanating from Wash- 
ington bureaucrats who would regulate 
divers off wrecks they've been exploring 
for years. Special thanks to David Lee, 
Pat McFerran, Charles Pincus, Paul Te- 
treault, Frank Farmer, Bill Wilson, Susan 
Kay, Steve Lawson, Steve Giles and Dan 
Purdie for their tireless efforts. 

Ron Schriar, Riviera Beach, Florida is 
a shipwreck explorer interested in a 
barge he discovered off Singer Island, 
Palm Beach County. Ron, Jimmy Aber- 
nathy and Robin Athey found the wreck 
in 65 feet while exploring reefs from 
Schriar’s boat, the Hobbitt. Robin began 
to penetrate the wreck through a narrow 
passage in the stern, but made a hasty 
retreat when a curious tiger shark cruised 
Out to see what was going on. Although 
the stern is explorable, the bow is 
crushed in and the superstructure takes 
a constant beating from strong currents 
and surges that build up during hurricane 
season. Schriar is interested in the histo- 
ry of the wreck. If you Know anything 
about it, contact him at 191 Shore Drive, 
Riviera Beach, FL 33404. 

Clive Cussler, popular author and div- 
er, called to tell me about the dirigible, 
Akron, that crashed at sea in 1933, killing 
73 passengers and crew. Cussler, 
aboard Captain Al Ecke’s boat, located 
the much publicized airship 27 miles due 
east and slightly south of Beach Haven, 
New Jersey. He used positions retrieved 
by historian Bob Fleming from the Ak- 
ron’s logbook. The dirigible was 785 feet 
long and 138 feet in diameter, almost the 
same size as the Hindenburg. The Akron 
crashed while on a practice flight from 
the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, New

W: are noticing an interesting in- 
crease in divers who develop heart 


attacks underwater. Obviously, this is not 
a situation anyone wants to be in, wheth- 
er as the victim or the victim’s buddy. It 
has been said that decompression sick- 
ness can mimic a heart attack and many 
physicians have misdiagnosed decom- 
pression sickness as a heart attack. To- 
day, heart symptoms felt by a diver are 
more likely to represent an actual heart 
attack than decompression sickness. 

In reviewing several cases of heart at- 
tacks while diving, it became apparent 
the victim was unaware he was at risk, 
and that diving could be strenuous 
enough to cause the heart to malfunction. 

These cases raise an important issue 
involving fitness and determining if the fit- 
ness level is adequate for safe diving. 

In evaluating a subject for good cardio- 
vascular health—the most critical prob- 
lem in any sport activity, including div- 
ing—we examine a set of risk factors that 
can increase the chances of developing 
premature atherosclerosis (hardening of 
the arteries), which is usually the cause 
of a heart attack. In this disease, called 
coronary artery disease, the arteries to 
the heart are narrowed over time until 
one of them becomes totally occluded. 
When this happens, the heart muscle is 
not supplied with enough oxygen to func- 
tion properly. This results in several dif- 
ferent outcomes. The least serious is the 
development of tightness, or pain in the 
middle of the chest, in the neck or in the 
arms (left more than right). If the pain is 
not associated with heart damage, we 
call it angina pectoris. It is an indication 
the heart is starved of oxygen and is a 
signal to seek medical help as soon as 
possible. If no damage to the heart oc- 
curs, the pain usually subsides when the 
stress that caused it is over. People with 
angina pectoris learn to stop what they 
are doing if it invokes pain, and we usual- 
ly provide nitroglycerin tablets to help re- 
store heart function to normal. 

If pain from the heart does not subside 
quickly by resting or eliminating the 
stress that caused it, then it is likely that 
some damage to the heart muscle has 
occurred. This is called a myocardial in- 
farction and is also known as a heart at- 
tack. Heart attacks have several compli- 
cations, which include reduction of the 
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pump function of the heart, abnormal 
heart rhythms and cessation of the nor- 
mal heartbeat, with sudden death. Any of 
these complications can occur anytime 
from the first sign that something is 
wrong, to several days later when it ap- 
pears that recovery will be successful. If 
the person with a heart attack recognizes 
the event and reports to a hospital for 
care, we place him/her in a special care 
unit where continuous monitoring allows 
us to detect the early signs of complica- 
tions and take measures to prevent them. 

The third event that can occur when the 
heart is deprived of oxygen is a sudden 
change in the rhythm of the heart that 
prevents normal pumping of blood. If this 
is not treated within minutes, the subject 
will die. Treatment is cardiopulmonary 
rescusitation (CPR) and must be done im- 
mediately. This is not a time when you 
can wait for medical help and expect a 
successful outcome. You must be ready 
to administer CPR immediately, other- 
wise, the victim will die. Because of this 
need for immediate knowledge and ac- 
tion, we recommend to all divers that they 
obtain training in CPR. The life you save 
may be one that is very dear to you. 

But the development of this kind of 
heart disease is not inevitable. We have 
learned that the incidence of coronary 
disease can be reduced and the disease 
prevented by careful attention to good 
health practices. 


PREVENTING HEART ATTACKS 
There are several factors that can be 
used to predict the risk category of any 
individual for a heart attack. These fac- 
tors have been studied in several large 
national trials and can be modified to 
minimize the risk for heart attacks. All of 
the factors involve prevention of narrow- 
ing of the coronary arteries. Narrowing is 
owing to deposits of fatty plaques in the 
artery wall. The cause of the plaques is 
not known precisely at present, but there 
is intense research in this area because 
of the high incidence of this disease, its 
lethal nature and its enormous costs in 
productivity and health care.

High Cholesterol 
Cigarette Smoking 
Hypertension 
Deconditioning 
Stress 


Cholesterol 

lf all of the above factors are abnormal, 
there is a high risk of heart attack. If all 
are under good control, the risk is re- 
duced. All of the factors can be modified 
by changes in lifestyle. Family inheritance 
of a high risk is also important, but cannot 
be changed. 

In health evaluations of people over the 
age of 40, these factors should be exam- 
ined to determine the state of risk. Cho- 
lesterol and several other components of 
the fats in the bloodstream can be mea- 
sured by a blood test. If cholesterol or 
other fats are high, both diet and exercise 
can be used to reduce their level. We 
generally recommend that intake of red 
meat be reduced. Animal fats are, in part, 
the cause of abnormal levels of blood 
fats. Changes in diet toward fish and 
poultry, use of skim milk, margarine and 
light cheeses all help reduce fat in the 
blood. Exercise alone is usually not 
enough to keep these fat levels normal: 
attention to diet and weight reduction 
must also be undertaken. The following 
table shows how cholesterol levels can 
increase your risk of heart attack: 


Cholesterol Related 
Risk for Heart Attack 


Cholesterol Level Risk 
>300 High 
240-300 Moderate 
200-240 Average 
< 200 Low 
Cigarettes 


Another serious risk factor for heart 
disease is cigarette smoking. Although 
the exact link between smoking and heart 
attack is not yet clear, there is already ev- 
idence that cigarette smoking has a di- 
rect effect on the blood vessels of the

or many divers and fishermen in Cali- 

fornia, a favorite seafood quarry is the 
sheephead. This large wrasse can yield 
thick fillets noted for their culinary versa- 
tility. You may have had this fish baked, 
poached, basted, barbecued, sauteéd or 
even in chowders. 

The sheephead, Semicossyphus 
pulcher [formerly Pimelometopon pul- 
chrum], like many other reef inhabitants, 
is hermaphroditic. These fish are sexually 
mature as females and change into 
males later in life. The females are small- 
er, uSually a dusty rose color with a point- 
ed snout and jaw. The males are larger 
and should be the ones targeted by the 
hunter. They are easily distinguished by 
their blunt foreheads, black and red bod- 
ies and white markings under the jaw. 
Record male sheephead have exceeded 
30 pounds in weight. Sheephead are 
usually found in rocky kelp areas where 
they use their sharp teeth to feed on 
shellfish and crustaceans. There are no 
daily Fish and Game limitations for 
sheephead, but the hunter should go only 
for the larger ones (at least 14 to 18 
inches). With patience, a diver using a 
polespear or gun will eventually be re- 
warded with a sizable catch. 

Once you've bagged your prize sheep- 
head you may want to treat your dinner 
guests with a special, south of the border 
recipe guaranteed to knock their booties 
off; Sheephead Sonora Style. 


CLEANING

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shred your sheephead into taco filling) fil- 
let from the gill plate all the way to the tail 
fin. Make an angular incision behind the 
gills, then turn the blade inward and run 
the knife along the spinal column as a 
cutting guide. Be careful not to leave ex- 
cess fillet on the bone. Once you've re- 
moved the fillet from the fish, flip it over 
and slice the skin off in the same manner. 
Be sure to work on a flat surface. If you 
are on a dive boat it is important to leave 
a one inch patch of skin on the fillet in ac- 
cordance with California Fish and Game 
regulations. Take care to cut out all of the 
small rib bones. Rinse off scales and ex- 


cess debris in fresh water. If you are not 
going to eat your catch right away, wrap 
your fish in plastic, then cover with alumi- 
num foil. This will allow your sheephead 
to remain frozen indefinitely without get- 
ting freezer burn. Fish should always be 
cleaned at sea; the longer you wait, the 
‘“fishier’’ your catch will taste. Dressing 
your sheephead quickly ensures a deli- 
cious, fresh tasting meal.

ascent from an otherwise normal dive. 
These two factors alone, in addition to the 
longer term risk of developing lung can- 
cer from smoking, should be enough to 
eliminate this habit from your lifestyle. 
Like cholesterol, smoking risk can be 
graded as shown in the following:

Hypertension 

High blood pressure is a medical prob- 
lem that involves 10-12 million people in 
the United States alone. Elevated blood 
pressure may not produce any symptoms 
for many years until blood vessel dam- 
age is severe and a stroke, heart attack 
or kidney failure occurs. The only way to 
be sure your blood pressure is normal is 
to have it checked. This can be done by 
a physician, nurse or even by an auto- 
matic machine. If the reading is high, you 
should consult a physician for further 
evaluation. Blood pressure is easy to 
control with diet, exercise and medica- 
tion, if needed. If left unchecked, it will ul- 
timately result in damage to your blood 
vessels that cannot be reversed if treat- 
ment is started too late. The following ta- 
ble shows the heart attack risks associat- 
ed with hypertension: 


Blood Pressure and 
Heart Attack Risk 


Blood Pressure Risk 
> 140/90 High 

120/80-140/90 Average 
< 120/80 Low 


There is a family tendency for hyper- 
tension, so if your parents or grandpar- 
ents have hypertension, you should be 
sure to have your blood pressure 
checked. If hypertension is severe you 
should not dive until a thorough medical 
evaluation is done and treatment brings 
your blood pressure to normal. If medica- 
tion is needed, you will need a test of 
your exercise capacity before you can 
undertake diving. Diving with with high 
blood pressure is not recommended. 


Fitness 
Your level of fitness also determines 
your state of risk for heart attack. Recent 
studies in large populations of previously 
healthy people indicate that heart attack 
risk can be reduced by exercising at a 
level that consumes 2,000 calories of en-

ergy per week. This can be accom- 
plished by walking or jogging 20 miles 
per week or by any other aerobic exer- 
cise that can be done for 3-4 hours per 
week (cycling, swimming, rowing, aero- 
bic dancing, etc.). Exercise reduces 
heart attack risk at lower levels than 
2,000 calories, but optimal benefit is 
gained by the 2,000 calorie activity level. 


Exercise Effects on

Although lack of exercise does not ap- 
pear to be as significant a risk factor as 
high cholesterol or smoking, there is 
mounting evidence that a moderate 
amount of exercise is necessary for opti- 
mal function of the heart and circulation. 
Research in our own laboratory shows 
coronary arteries are larger and constrict 
less after exercise training and that there 
is a more efficient handling of adrenalin 
in the blood after exercise training. Other 
studies have shown that blood pressure 
control is improved with exercise training 
and that reactions to stress are attenuat- 
ed in trained individuals. 


Stress 

The final risk factor in need of discus- 
sion is the problem of stress. It is even 
difficult to define the concept of stress be- 
Cause individual reactions to stressful sit- 
uations very from no reaction to severe 
anxiety and panic. It is clear that stress is 
an important factor in predicting the risk 
of heart attack. Some investigators have 
identified the ‘‘hot reactor,’’ who 
overeacts to all stressful situations, as a 
heart attack prone individual. Others 
have found that type ‘‘A’’ personality is 
related to heart disease. Both groups 
demonstrate an overreaction to stress 
that involves a rise in blood pressure, in- 
crease in heart rate, anger and some- 
times irrational behavior. Somehow, this 
kind of reaction makes a person prone to 
heart attacks. As mentioned previously, 
there seems to be a reduction in the 
stress reaction in people who exercise 
regularly, but this observation is far from 
established and good studies to prove or 
disprove it are not available. 

Diving safety involves more than good 
technique with equipment and proce- 
dures. It involves attention to your general 
health, avoidance of a lifestyle that makes 
you prone to coronary heart disease and 
attention to your physical capacity to 
avoid accidents or complications of ill- 
ness while diving. >#

Nikonos Land Photography

8 bb imagine yourself on the bow of a 
speeding boat taking action shots 
when all of a sudden a wave crashes 
over the bow. You may get wet but your 
Nikonos V continues to work without fail. 

In previous SKIN DIVER articles, we 
mentioned the Nikonos V can also be 
used on land. In fact, this newest addition 
to the Nikonos family has features that 
make it better than many land cameras. 
Before you scoff at this statement, read 
on. Nikon saw such a demand for the Ni- 
konos V as a land camera they devised 
a 28mm lens just for that use. This lens 
offers high quality optics providing great 
wide angle photos, even in a rainstorm! 

The Nikonos V can be used for such 
activities as backpacking, camping, 


cross country skiing, rafting, biking and 


boating. Mud, rain and severe camera vi- 
brations seem to be common in these 


- sports but the Nikonos can withstand it 


all. But, best of all is that divers taking 
trips to distant exotic locations need not 
take along two camera systems: One full 


underwater system is all you need. It is 


easy to take your Nikonos out on the dive 
boat, make several dives with it and a few 
hours later use the same camera to take 
scenic island photos. 

Focusing with the Nikonos on land is 
somewhat different than with SLR land 
cameras. Instead of looking through the 
finder and focusing on a subject, you use 
the focus scale on top of the lens.

_ scene. At f/22 with the 35mm lens set for 
Six feet, everything from three feet to in- 
_ finity is in focus. At f/11 with the same 


lens set for 12 feet, everything from Six 


_ feet to infinity is in focus.

Ko- 


dak and Fujichrome !SO 100 and 200 


films have medium speed and excellent 


quality. The best part of all, however, is 


using the Nikonos V camera to take out-

_ have ever tried using underwater macro. 


: - framers on land, you found they don’t 
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work. But, if you use specially made land 
framers, they work great! These framers 
look like those used underwater with the 
35mm lens, except they are about 30 
percent shorter. 

The 1:3, 1:2 and 1:1 framers have their

stacked together. The framers are mount- 
ed onto the extension tubes. 


The advantage to using land framers 


for close-up photos becomes obvious on 
your first hiking trip. For some reason, 
most close-up photos are not in conven- 
ient locations. The best looking mush- 
rooms are on the underside of logs and 
the most beautiful wildflowers grow high 
on the side of a muddy hill. With a normal 
land camera you might have to lie on the 
ground for that great mushroom photo, 
but with the Nikonos and framer, just 
reach down, place the mushroom in the 
framer and shoot. A close-up of that wild- 
flower high on the hill or in the middle of 
a stream can be easily captured with 
the camera held at arm's length. 


When looking through the finder of a 
normal land camera a two dimensional 
image comes into focus when you turn 
the lens barrel. It’s pretty simple to frame, 
focus and photograph when a subject re- 
mains still, but what about a fast moving 
subject? With the Nikonos and land fram- 
ers, you have the ability to view and pho- 
tograph three dimensional subjects from 
any angle. Land framers allow you to fol- 
low moving objects and keep them 
framed and in focus. With the Nikonos 
land framer system, when the subject is 
inside the wire framers, it is in focus. 

The Nikonos V amphibious camera of- 
fers fully automatic exposure control and 
through the lens (TTL) metering. It has 
two separate light sensors—one for avail- 
able light and one for flash. Both sensors 
meter the light directly and provide accu- 
rate exposures even when using exten- 
sion tubes, filters or when unusual light- 
ing conditions are encountered. 

The various underwater flash systems 
used with the Nikonos camera underwa- 
ter could be used on land, but you might 
find them heavy and bulky. That’s where 
a special TTL land sync cord comes in 
handy. This Nikon cord connects the Ni- 
konos to a topside flash the same way it 
does underwater strobes. Nikon's SB 15, 
16 and 18 flashes, as well as a variety of 
other flashes, are designed to work in the 
TTL mode with the Nikon FG camera. (Ni- 
kon FG and Nikonos have similar TTL 
sync systems.) These flashes can be fit- 
ted on macro brackets that make a very 
light and efficient close-up system for out- 
door photography. If inclement weather is 
encountered, a plastic bag over the flash 
will give the extra protection needed. 

lt seems obvious that no matter where 


_ your interests lie, on land or sea, scenic 


or close-up, the Nikonos V is your an- 
swer. Why take two different camera sys- 
tems on your next sporting vacation when 
the Nikonos V system will do it all? 

The list price for the Nikonos V with 
35mm lens is $645.50; the 28mm LW 
Nikkor lists for $245. Both are available

he Key Largo National Marine Sanc- 

tuary is unique in all the world as a 
lure for the traveling diver. Best estimates 
presume 1.5 million watersports enthusi- 
asts—including at least 350,000 divers— 
journeyed to Key Largo last year to expe- 
rience the fascinating submarine beauty 
of the sanctuary and adjacent John 
Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park. A pro- 
fessional infrastructure has evolved with- 
in the community to answer the demands 
of such extensive tourism and Ocean Div- 
ers has emerged as one of premier full 
service resort dive centers. 

The physical aspect of the Ocean Div- 
ers organization is impressive. There are 
two retail centers: one on the main thor- 
oughfare of the Florida Keys, U.S. 1, and 
one on the water, providing quick and 
easy dive boat access to the Atlantic 
Ocean. Each location features retail dive 
equipment, T-shirts, post cards, resort 
wear and reservations for the twice daily 
reef excursions. But, while the highway 
locale is also heavily targeted toward 
services for the underwater photogra- 
pher, the waterfront facility specializes in 
diver convenience factors.

While this may not be an unusual combi- 
nation for the resort destinations of the 
Caribbean, diving in the Florida Keys has 
traditionally developed independent of 
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diver familiarization and training of medi- | 
| cal personnel in chamber operations. — 


hotel services. Of course, there is signifi- 
cant cooperation between the progres- 
sive dive operators of the Florida Keys 
and hoteliers in terms of packaging and 
price incentives to the traveling diver. 
Ocean Divers and Marina del Mar collec- 
tively provide Key Largo’s most complete 
dive resort complex. 

The Ocean Divers waterfront complex 
is a massive 7,000 square foot building 
and forms the nucleus of the diver serv- 
ices. More than 2,500 square feet are de- 
voted to the retail sales, classroom and 
offices. The remainder of the building 
houses the compressors, rental equip- 
ment, guest gear storage, a marine sup- 
ply facility, fuel docks and even a recom- 
pression chamber for hyperbaric medical 
courses. Doc's Galley restaurant shares 
the complex and features excellent 
breakfasts and lunches, as well as beer 
and wine. Ocean Divers Ship’s Store of- 
fers fishing tackle, bait, snacks, beer and 





wine, marine hardware and both diesel 
and gasoline for boats using their adja- 
cent ramp or fuel dock. There are two 
compressors, a 100 cfm unit and a 70 
cfm Ingersoll Rand, and more than 
25,000 cubic feet of air storage.

August 1978, Bonnie Cardone estimat- 
ed there were one and one-half million 
dives per year being made from the char- 
ter dive boats in Southern California. Ac- 
cording to John C. Stonier, Supervisory 
Rescue Boat Lieutenant of the Los An- 
geles County Department of Beaches 
and Harbors, ‘“‘Most of these dives are 
done at Catalina Island.’’ He added later, 
‘In addition to those dives, we estimate 
at least twice that many divers work off 
private boats in sport and commercial 
diving for abalone and sea urchins.’’ We 
agreed with John, this would make Cat- 
alina Island one of the busiest diving 
areas in the world. To the divers, add 
fishermen, windsurfers, private and char- 
ter sailboats, pleasure yachts and other 
water related sportsboats: the result is a 
tremendously concentrated use of the 
marine environment and an extremely 
busy schedule for the lifeguard services 


of this beautiful and popular island. 

The lifeguard service of the Los An- 
geles County Department of Beaches 
and Harbors operates eight rescue boats 
off the sprawling, distinctly different 
beach areas. These boats, designated 
Baywatch, were originally used only in 
support of the beach lifeguard opera- 
tions, rescuing swimmers and patrolling 
the beaches of the county. This is still 
Baywatch’s primary duty. But, in recent 
years the work of the Baywatch life- 
guards has expanded and become much 
more varied. Many new yacht harbors 
have added thousands of boats to the 
recreational fleet. The proliferation of wa- 
ter related sports has increased the com- 
plexity of lifeguard work and, with this, 
the demand for more sophisticated re- 
sponse from rescue agencies. 

In the development of a full response 
capability, the lifeguard service has had 
to respond to boat sinkings, groundings, 





fires, collisions, mechanical problems, in- 
juries to both boatmen and divers, and to 
many other medical emergencies. 

Busy Santa Catalina Island is an off- 
shore part of Los Angeles County. The is- 
land is only about 18 miles long by ap- 
proximately 7 miles at its widest part. The 
rugged, wave pounded shoreline is about 
o2 miles in circumference. Originally, the 
lifeguard service assigned only one Bay- 
watch boat to serve this diverse area. 
Baywatch Avalon was assigned to the 
Avalon area in 1970. This vessel is skip- 
pered by Supervisory Rescue Boat Lieu- 
tenant Paul McElroy and crewed by Lieu- 
tenant Steve Wagner, John McKay and 
Steve Lockwood. 

Avalon is on the southeastern end of 
the island and accounts for only a small 
part of the intense watersports activities. 
The one Baywatch boat soon proved to 
be inadequate to cope with emergency

‘NOVAMARIN

ea trials for the inflatable featured this 

month took me to San Diego, Califor- 
nia: the home of W.E.T. (Water Education 
Training), a full service dive store and 
West Coast dealer for American Radhial, 
the U.S. distributor of the Novamarine 
line of inflatable boats. There, | was intro- 
duced to Rich Sillanpa, of W.E.T., the co- 
ordinator of this trip; boat operators Bill 
Manofsky and Joe Thomas; and models/ 
divers Debbie Hutchison, Gwendolyn 
Merkle, Kathy Lajoie and Bruce Camp- 
bell. This was also my first chance to view 
the Novamarine 2 RH 360, which was 
resting in the back of a mini-pickup truck. 

Novamarine 2 uses the initials RH to in- 
dicate rigid hull inflatables and the 360 
represents the overall length in centime- 
ters. Equivalently, at 3.60 meters, or 11’ 
10”, it is the smallest boat I’ve reviewed 
to date. This short length, however, 
shouldn't be construed to be a ‘‘short- 
coming.’ Despite its small size, the RH 
360 is long on fun and flexibility in use. Its 
length, in fact, is misleading. The design 
of the Novamarine 2 line of superboats 
incorporates an almost square bow: A 
feature that greatly increases the internal 
space forward. The interior of the boat 
measures 8’2” x 2’4”. The external beam 
is 5/4", 

Granted, even with a rather large carry- 
ing capacity of 1,430 pounds, this boat 
can't haul a lot of people: The manufac- 
turer suggests an upper limit of five. But, 
when used for diving, the number of pas- 
sengers might be reduced, depending 
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upon the amount of dive equipment in- 
volved and the conditions of the trip. 

In addition to its small size, the relative- 
ly light weight of 121 pounds makes the 
RH 360 very easy to transport—even 
while inflated—in the back of a mini-truck, 
on top of a car or on a little trailer. Load- 
ing and unloading/launching is easy for 
one or two people. Although the tubes 
are permanently attached to the hull, stor- 
age and transportation space can be re- 
duced by deflation. 

Materials and construction in the RH 
360 appear to be high quality. The deep 
V-hull is molded of fiberglass reinforced 
polyester resin, laid up by hand in Nova- 
marine 2’s own assembly plant in Italy. 
Material in the tubes, or collars, as Nova- 
marine prefers to call them, starts with a 
base fabric of 1,000 denier Trevira poly- 
ester, treated with an elastomer (to en- 
hance the bond between the fabric and 
the adjacent neoprene coatings). Next, 
neoprene is rolled into and onto both 
sides of the fabric under heat and pres- 
Sure in a process called calendering. 
Similarly, additional calendering steps 
apply a second layer of neoprene to the 
inner side of the tube material and a Hy- 
palon layer to the outer side. Applied in 
this order, the neoprene provides better 
bonding and airtightness, while the Hypa- 
lon protects against assaults from saltwa- 
ter, sunlight, ozone, abrasion, etc. This 
material is then cut to shape and formed 
into 17 inch diameter tubes. All seams 
are glued by hand, using a special two 


Inflatables from Novamarine 2 feature 
squarish bows. This greatly increases 
open space forward. Thus, although 
the lightweight RH 360 is only 3.6 me- 
ters long, it can carry five passengers 
(fewer divers, depending on gear). 


component rubber adhesive. In addition, 
the inside surface of each seam is cov- 
ered by a one and one-half inch wide 
tape. When complete, these tubes are 
bonded to the hull with a two part adhe- 
sive. This attachment is, essentially, per- 
manent under normal use. However, 
should repair require detaching the collar 
from the hull, the adhesive can be de- 
bonded by a knowledgeable repairman. 

The RH 360’s inflatable collar consists 
of three separate air chambers, each with 
its Own noncorrodible low profile valve 
that screws into place to simplify mainte- 
nance. These valves offer two stages 
against air leakage: an inner one-way, 
primary valve and an outer O-ring sealed

t all started almost two years ago with 

this idea: What would happen if ama- 
teur underwater photographers were giv- 
en the chance to compete on an equal 
basis? That is, instead of submitting the 
best photo they had ever taken, they 
were all given the same kind of film (Ko- 
dak Ektachrome 100), to be shot on the 
same island on the same day.

Jersey. Cussler says there is not much 
left of it—about 150 to 250 feet of wreck- 
age, mostly debris. Divers Mike Zicaro 
and Sandy Duffy found one of the fins, 
but nothing was brought up. Most of the 
ship's aluminum girder supports have 
been swept away in the currents of the 
110 foot depths. Cussler and Zeff Loria 
will be searching for the General Slocum 
in the near future. 

If you're interested in shipwrecks, 
sunken aircraft and monsters, author Joe 
Zarzynski has it all in Monster Wrecks of 
Loch Ness and Lake Champlain. His 112 
page paperback details dives on Lake 
Champlain steamboats, Phoenix and 
Champlain and the mysterious disap- 
pearance in 1971 of a Jet aircraft over the 
lake. The use of sidescan sonar Is ex- 
plained by the author in his own search 
and discovery of wrecks and planes. Zar- 
zynski is a veteran of eight research ven- 
tures to Loch Ness in search of the fa- 
mous monster. He updates the quests at 
Loch Ness and outlines other phenome- 
na investigations in Lake Champlain. The 
book is available from M.Z. Information, 
P.O. Box 2129, Wilton, NY 12866; $8.95 
plus $1 postage. 

Don Shomette, author of Shipwrecks 
on the Chesapeake, has published 
another interesting book, Pirates on the 
Chesapeake. The 344 page hardback 
captures the dramatic 200 year old histo- 
ry of swashbuckling pirates, picaroons 
and sea rovers vying with each other and 
governmental authority in the Chesa- 
peake Bay region. Wherever there are pi- 
rates you'll find battles and shipwrecks. 
For example, twice in the 1600s large 
Dutch fleets sailed boldly into the Chesa- 
peake attacking and burning everything 
in sight. The French came later. Pirate 
chief Lewis Guittar crossed swords with 
a Virginia colonial governor in a duel that 
ended in a climactic battle in Lynnhaven 
Bay. Buccaneering incidents, acts of val- 
or and pirate treasure abound in 
Shomette’s well researched work. The

he wind whispered out of the south- 
east at 15 knots, forcing the bay wa- 
ters into a sluggish chop. The SKIN DIV- 
ER team motored out of Boog Powell's 
Anglers Marina in Key West in a 13 foot 
Boston Whaler combined with Yamaha's 
new 30 horsepower three cylinder out- 
board motor. The first and most obvious 
feature of the three cylinder design is the 
smooth and quiet operation at low idle 
speeds. The engine noise level of this 
new 30 horsepower outboard was barely 
audible over a light conversation with 
Robin Senger, Yamaha district service 
representative. | was almost tempted to 
put my hand on the engine cowl to make 
sure the engine was actually running. 
The new 1987 Yamaha 30 hp has sev- 
eral innovative design features usually 
found only in larger engine models. 
Some of these features include: a bal- 
anced three cylinder engine with double 
wedge shaped piston rings for tighter 
sealing and even heat release; a special 
V-shaped reed induction carburetor that 
eliminates engine flutter; through-hub ex- 
haust underwater; and Precision Blend 
Oil Injection, guaranteeing the correct 
fuel/oil mixture ratio at all soeeds. The re- 
sult eliminates engine sputtering or pud- 
dling at low idle speeds and ensures im- 
mediate acceleration to throttle response. 
The Yamaha 30 hp Is available in both 
manual and electric start models. The 30 
manual features shallow water drive and 
has the F-N-R shift lever conveniently lo- 
cated in front of the motor for ease of op- 
eration. The 30 electric comes with a 
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control box and stainless steel link arm 
for easy remote installation in your boat's 
cockpit. The manual engine is equipped 
with the conventional twist grip throttle 
that incorporates the speed and stop 
controls. A kill switch and choke pull are 
on the front of the engine near the quick 
disconnect fuel line. On both models, a 
small pinhole called a pitot tube is by the 
front of the lower gear case. It powers an 
accessory speedometer. 

Ignition is the capacitor discharge 
(CDI) system. There are no parts to adjust 
or clean and sparkplug fouling is near 
non-existent. Switching is done by a solid 
state firing device that is maintenance 
free. Each engine comes with a small tool 
kit for minor repairs and adjustments, 
such as the friction adjustment for engine 
swivel and throttle tension. 

All the 30 horsepower outboard motor 
casings are painted in matching gray/ 
blue, with black and red striping accentu- 
ating the engine cowl. Each motor is pro- 
tected from galvanic corrosion by Yama- 
ha’s five stage paint process and all fast- 
eners and bolts are stainless steel. Sacri- 
ficial anodes are placed on the lower unit 
and inside the water jacket to prevent en- 
gine wear, solidification of salt and miner- 
als and deterioration from overheating 
when running for a long period of time. 

Yamaha has introduced a unique low 
oil and overheat protection feature on all 
their engine models including the 30 hp. 
The electric models feature an audio 
buzzer at the control and both manual 
and electric engines have a small red

light that warns the operator when the oil 
level is low or the engine is overheating. 
If both warning systems go undetected, 
the engine will immediately decelerate to 
2,000 rpm to protect it from heat dam- 
age. [his is a definite advantage for those 
of us who may overlook periodic mainte- 
nance checks, kelp beds or seaweed 
patches that could possibly clog the wa- 
ter intake ports.

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he housed 35mm SLR camera is the 

choice of most professional and seri- 
ous sport U/W photographers for close- 
ups. SLR viewfinding and focusing give 
you the advantages of seeing the subject 
through the camera lens. Thus, you can 
adjust picture area to fit the subject, can 
compose with the exact view and per- 
spective the lens sees and can focus ex- 
actly on the desired subject. 


THE VIEWFINDER 

Let’s begin with the key question: Can 
you see the subject's image clearly in the 
SLR viewfinder? When the camera is 
housed, and your face is behind a mask, 
small 35mm SLR viewfinding screens will 
be difficult to see. Only the center area 
will be visible, so you must shift your eye 
to see the corners. And, if you can't see 
the entire picture area at one time, it’s dif- 
ficult to compose creatively. If you want 
fun, not frustration, use a camera with an 
oversized accessory viewfinder—such as 
those available for the Nikon F3 and Can- 
on F-1—or a camera that will accept a 
magnifying eyepiece that fits inside the 
housing. If your camera accepts inter- 
Changeable focusing screens, try using 
microprism focusing rather than split im- 
age focusing because the split image is 
hard to see in dim light. 
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LENSES 


There are three basic choices: a sup- 
plementary close-up lens placed over a 
standard lens, a close-focusing normal 
lens or a close-focusing telephoto lens. 

Screwing a supplementary close-up 
lens into the accessory threads of a 
standard lens gives you the ability to fo- 
cus on a limited range with either normal 
(50mm) or telephoto lenses. However, 
you will soon want a close-focusing lens. 

Close-focusing normal (50 and 55mm) 
lenses are very popular for housed 
35mm cameras. These may be called 
macro or micro lenses and can focus 
down to a picture area of about 2 x 3 
inches. Flat housing ports are preferred 
because they allow you to photograph a 
smaller picture area than a dome port. 
Thus, you don't have to move as close to 
your subjects. It will be easier to adjust 
the strobe arm angle and you are less 
likely to bump the housing against sub- 
jects or the bottom. 

Close-focusing telephoto lenses are 
used for special subjects. A 100mm lens, 
for example, photographs the same pic- 
ture area of a 50mm lens, but at twice the 
camera-to-subject distance. Thus, 
100mm and longer lenses are best used 
for skittish critters you can't get close to. 


FOCUSING TIPS 


Because depth of field is limited when 
the lens is wide open for viewfinding, SLR 
focusing can be difficult in dim U/W light. 
To make viewfinding and focusing easier, 
try these four steps for focusing through 
a flat port: 

1. Begin with the lens set for minimum 
focus, then rotate the focus knob until the 
subject is in reasonably sharp focus. 

2. Check the composition of your pic- 
ture: Look at all four corners of the view- 
finder, not just the center. 

3. If the subject's image Is too large or 
small, increase or decrease camera-to- 
Subject distance and go back to step 2. 

4. Fine focus by moving the camera 
slightly closer or farther away. 

By starting at minimum focus, you al-

ways turn the focusing knob the same di- 
rection to focus. Turn the knob slowly; if 
you turn it too fast, you can pass the point 
of sharp focus without seeing it. In dim 
light, a dive buddy who will illuminate 
your subjects with a dive light is worth 
his/her weight in gold. You can also use 
a strobe with a built-in modeling light or 
attach a light to the housing. Such lights 
will have no noticeable effect on your 
close-up strobe exposures. 

With a dome port, the focusing scale of 
the lens is compressed because the lens 
must focus on a virtual image about one 
foot in front of the port. With a Canon F-2 
and 50mm macro lens behind an Ikelite 
dome port, changing the focus setting of 
the lens from only 9%6 to 13% inches 
changes the apparent focused distance 
(the one you see if you look over the top 
of the housing) from about one to eight 
feet. Thus, you could easily turn the focus 
control past the zone of sharpness with- 
out knowing it! This is also true if you’re 
using a supplementary close-up with a 
standard lens behind a dome port. 

When focusing through a dome port, 
you can standardize by always prefocus- 
ing for the same distance; for this exam- 
ple, a foot in front of the camera. Once 
you have a feeling for estimating your ba- 
sic Camera-to-subject distance by eye, 





turn the focus control knob slowly to fo- 
cus for closer or farther subjects. Fine fo- 
cus by moving the camera closer to, or 
farther from, the subject. 

Focusing on a small moving fish can 
be difficult, especially with a telephoto 
lens, because the fish Keeps swimming in 
and out of the shallow zone of depth of 
field. You trigger the shutter as soon as 
the fish’s eye is sharp in the viewfinder. 
But when you look at the picture, the eye 
is blurred! Why? Because the fish swam 
through the zone of sharp focus between

the time you decided to trigger the shutter 
and the time the shutter was actually trig- 
gered (the sum of your reaction time, plus 
the time lag in the shutter release con- 
trol). The solution—which will take prac- 
tice—is to anticipate the fish’s movement 
and begin triggering the shutter a fraction 
of a second before the eye comes into 
sharp focus. 


CLOSE-UP EXPOSURES 


With camera to subject distances of 
about 8 to 18 inches, ISO 64 film and a 











fairly powerful strobe, the basic aperture 
setting will usually be f/16 to f/22. 

When close-focusing lenses are fo- 
cused for close-ups, the glass elements 
are extended farther from the film plane. 
Thus, the effective f/number of any given 
aperture (the actual value of the f/stop) 
will be greater than the f/stop shown on 
the aperture scale (the relative f/stop). As 
examples, with the aperture scale set for 
f/22, the effective f/stop will be f/29 
when the lens is focused for 1:3, f/32 for 
1:2 and f/44 for 1:1. This is why the 
strobe must often be held less than one 
foot from the subject. 

Once you establish a basic aperture 
setting, such as f/16-22, with the strobe 
attached in a fixed position, you may find 
the aperture need not be changed as you 
change camera to subject distance within 
a limited range—say from about 6 to 18 
inches. The reason is simple: As you 
move in closer, the reduced strobe to 
subject distance is cancelled by the in- 
creased effective aperture. 

If you are able to use TTL, exposure 
control is much easier with subjects of 
average reflectance that fill the central 
picture area. Adjust the aperture until the 
TTL system signals a full power flash, 
then open it about one-third stop. Thus, 
the TTL strobe can shut itself off fast 
enough to prevent overexposure and has 
a one-third stop reserve if more exposure 
is needed. >t. 


CHECKING YOUR 
UNDERSTANDING 


Question: As a beginner, which close- 
focusing lens should you purchase first? 

Answer: We recommend starting with 
a 50 or 55mm lens because they have a 
good balance between camera-to-sub- 
ject distance and picture area. The long- 
er lenses are more specialized—they are 
best for small subjects you can’t get 
close to. Generally, the closer you can 
get to the subject, the sharper the pic- 
ture will be.

lop Of The Line U/W Strobe

ceanic has just introduced its new 

3000 Master Strobe, the culmination 
of two years of careful development, test- 
ing and refinement. What the company 
has produced is an extraordinary strobe 
that contains all of the features and ad- 
vantages of its three predecessors: the 
3000 TIL, the 3002 Automatic and the 
3003 multi-power strobes. The Master is 
by far the most versatile U/W flash pro- 
duced by Oceanic and, in my opinion, the 
best so far. 

Here is a super powerful strobe with all 
the latest bells and whistles, yet it is clev- 
erly designed for quick, simple operation. 
Packaged in a slick looking submersible 
case, the 3000 Master is a high tech 
smart strobe driven by a large capacity 
rechargeable battery package and com- 
puter chip electronics. 

What distinguishes the 3000 Master 
from other wide angle strobes is its ability 
to deliver 350 flashes at high power from 
a single battery charge. This is almost the 
equivalent of 10 rolls of 836 exposure film. 
The Master keeps on flashing dive after 
dive and roll after roll of film. 

Bob Hollis, president of Oceanic, has 
been engaged in the design of underwa- 
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ter strobes for the last 20 years. As an ac- 
tive diver, Hollis has personally grappled 
with the problems of U/W photography. 
A wealth of this experience and creative 
talent has been poured into the design of 
the 3000 Master. 

The strobe case is a one-piece seam- 
less molded housing with smooth, snag- 
free surfaces. The material is a tough, du- 
rable space age plastic that can stand 
many years of wear. Every unit is depth 
tested to 300 feet. 

The power switch is inset on the side 
of the strobe to prevent accidental move- 
ment. It is a magnetic slide that requires 
no through-hull fittings, eliminating poten- 
tial water leakage. The slide has three 
distinct and widely separated positions; 
off, half power and full power. The differ- 
ence between half and full power is ap- 
proximately one full f/stop. 

A single small rotary switch on the 
back of the strobe controls four different 
flash modes: Manual, Auto, Slave and 
TTL Automatic. This simple control offers 
a selection of nine different settings for 
the 3000 Master flash output. Simple, but 
very effective and easy to operate. 

The only other fitting on the strobe is a

combination sync cord connector and 
battery charging port. The sync cord 
must be removed to charge the strobe 
and vice versa. This unique design has 
greatly reduced the opportunity for hu- 
man error in forgetting to replace the 
charging port cap after charging. 

Add to this unique design the vastly ex- 
panded flexibility of four completely dif- 
ferent sync cords: the Nikonos V/TTL 
cord; the Nikonos II/III/IV manual cord: 
the auto sensor/EO cord; and the manual 
EO cord. All four are interchangeable and 
allow the Master to be connected to vari- 
ous Nikonos camera models or a variety 
of underwater camera housings. This is 
truly a strobe for all types of applications. 
_ Another really neat feature of the 3000 
Master is the ready light window. It is dual 
purpose. A red signal light goes on when 
the flash is ready to fire. An amber warn- 
ing light goes on when the battery has 
dropped below one-third of its total ca- 
pacity. This strobe tells you what is going 
on all the time and there are no embar- 
rassing surprises. 

Still another unique feature of the 3000 
Master is a quick reference exposure 
guide on the back of the strobe case. The 
left side chart calculates f/stop settings 
for manual exposure. The right side chart 
calculates f/stop settings for controlling 
the background color on TTL automatic 
exposure shots. The charts are easy to 
understand and they really work! 

Now let’s talk about performance. This 
is where the 3000 Master excels, for it is 
one of the most powerful wide angle sub- 
mersible strobes on the market today. 
The maximum power output of this unit is 
150 watt/seconds—25 percent more 
than the previous 2001 strobe series. 
This increase was achieved by redesign- 
ing the electronics and adding a sixth 
battery to the rechargeable battery pack. 
The guide number (in air) for the Master 
at full power is 85 for ASA/ISO 64 film. 

Another outstanding performance fea- 
ture is the 3000 Master’s 110 degree an- 
gle of flash coverage—more than suffi- 
cient for covering the Nikonos 15mm ex- 
treme wide angle lens (94 degrees). This 
is achieved by a helical flash tube com- 
bined with a unique step-type flash reflec- 
tor that minimizes light fall-off on the outer 
edges of the picture. The color tempera- 
ture of this flash is 5,700° Kelvin: It pro- 
duces a soft light color balanced to natu- 
ral daylight. 

The most impressive performance fea- 
ture of the 3000 Master is its fast firing 
ability. This amazing strobe will recycle in 
three seconds at full manual power. Re- 
cycle time at half manual power is /ess 
than one second. And, recycle times on 
TTL or auto flash are equally quick. There 
is no more waiting for strobe recycling 
and missing those important shots. 

In conclusion, | would have to say the 
3000 Master Strobe is the most powerful 
rechargeable wide angle strobe for its

size. Oceanic has certainly packed a wal- 
lop into this trim little package. It is also 
very versatile, fast firing and produces a 
tremendous number of flashes per 
charge. Needless to say, | was im- 
pressed with its performance. 

The 3000 Master retails for $712.50, 
without a sync cord. Since every photog- 
rapher’s needs are different, the four dif- 
ferent sync cords are sold separately. A 








TTL sync cord for the Nikonos V sells for 
$100. A manual EO sync is the same 
price. A sync cord for older Nikonos Il, Ill 
or IV models is only $68. The most ex- 
pensive is the auto flash sensor/EO sync 
cord, which sells for $259.

SS at long-awaited successor to 
the- Air | is finally here and it was 
worth waiting for. When introduced at the 
1986 DEMA show, the D300 was the 
subject of great interest. But problems 
with the tooling for its innovative rubber 
cover delayed production for several 
months. The first regulators were deliv- 
ered in late spring and SKIN DIVER re- 
ceived one of the early production mod- 
els for testing. The results are impressive. 

The D300’s heritage goes back to the 
Scubapro Pilot, released in 1977. That 
regulator rewrote the book for perfor- 
mance and ease of inhalation effort. Its 
basis was a pilot valve in the second 
stage that provided a power assist for 
opening the demand valve. However, its 
complex design proved to be very sus- 
ceptible to sand grains, salt particles and 
owner neglect. Two years later, the Pilot 
was succeeded by the Air |. 

Although it shared the Pilot's general 
configuration, the Air | had a simplified, 
cleaner design, without the pilot valve. It 
was rated number one in the 1982 U.S. 
Navy tests for both inhalation and exhala- 


tion performance. Over the previous sev- 
en years it had become the standard 
against which other high performance 
regulators were measured. However, no 
company can rest on its laurels in the 
competitive field of diving equipment. 
Spurred by the success of the Air I, other 
manufacturers turned their attention to ul- 
tra-high performance regulators. As a re- 
sult, the last five years have seen advan- 
ces in both performance and reliability. 
When Scubapro decided to update the 
Air |, the assignment fell to Doug Toth. 

Doug, a member of the company’s 
cadre of bright young engineers, kept the 
best features of the Air | and added a few 
of his own, resulting in a new regulator 
that redefines state-of-the-art. Perfor- 
mance is better than its predecessor, it 
has fewer parts and Is easier to manufac- 
ture and maintain. In keeping with Scuba- 
pro's current policy of naming regulators 
after their designers, the D stands for 
Doug—300 is just a number, signifying 
nothing in particular. 

The D300 looks like nothing else on the 
market; it’s a regulator for the 1990s. It is 


small, light and compact. Instead of metal 
or plastic, its cover is made of soft rub- 
ber, which won’t scratch, dent or scuff 
like others. The entire cover serves as a 
purge button. You can press anywhere 
on it, even squeeze it with your hand and 
the second stage will purge itself of wa- 
ter. Pressing the cover moves a cone- 
shaped plastic actuator tip that extends 
through the center of the diaphragm. An 
L-shaped rod passes through a fitting in 
the back of the diaphragm, which opens 
the demand valve and allows air into the 
breathing chamber. 

In the Pilot and the Air |, the diaphragm 
was in back of the case, underneath the 
diver’s chin. This was responsible for one 
of the Air |’s annoying idiosyncracies: wa- 
ter leakage in the upside down position. 
In the D300, it has been moved to the 
front. Its exhaust valve is in the center of 
the diaphragm, as opposed to the Air |, in 
which the edges of the diaphragm itself 
served as the exhaust valve. As a result, 
the D300 not only is dry upside down, but 
is influenced less by changes in head po- 
sition than any other regulator | have test- 





ed. If | were scrubbing boat hulls, for ex- 
ample, the D300 would be the regulator 
of choice. 

Another benefit of placing the exhaust 
valve in the diaphragm is that, in the nor- 
mal swimming position, any water leak- 
ing in will drop immediately onto the ex- 
haust valve and is easily purged. In gen- 
eral, exhalation is nearly effortless. 


of the case. Therefore, once the valve is 
opened, inhalation effort is slightly re- 
duced or remains constant even at high 
flow rates or extreme depths. The interior 
of the D300’s case is aerodynamically 
molded to take full advantage of this ven- 
turi assist. 

The aspirator is pre-set at the factory 
for about 80 percent of full boost. Doug

Scubapro’s D300 second stage is light and compact. Instead of metal or plastic, its cover 
is made of soft rubber. The entire cover serves as a purge button. The D300 has a switch 
that can be set to prevent freeflow when the regulator is not in the diver’s mouth. 


Like its predecessors, the D300 has a 
switch that detunes the regulator to avoid 
freeflow when it is out of the diver’s 
mouth. This blue plastic switch is marked 
Dive, with an arrow pointing down. In the 
Pilot and the Air | the dive position was 
up, which never seemed logical to me. 
Besides, this switch is easier to move 
with a gloved hand and looks more like 
an integral part of the design than an add- 
on. The switch moves a wire spring for- 
ward, which places a lot of mechanical 
drag on the downstream valve lever. In 
effect, the D300’s air delivery system Is 
detuned to the point that it becomes a 
dog. But it won't freeflow. The instruction 
manual warns you never to dive with the 
switch in the pre-dive position. 

While the switch controls cracking ef- 
fort, venturi assist can be adjusted by a 
trained technician. This was a feature of 
the Pilot that was not carried over in the 
Air |. An aspirator collar in the demand 
valve is rotated to increase or decrease 
venturi effect. It focuses the airflow direct- 
ly into the diver’s mouth, creating a partial 
vacuum that draws air from the lower part 


Toth warns that 100 percent boost would 
result in excessive freeflow and that ad- 
justment of the collar should be left to 
trained technicians. In practice, the fac- 
tory setting makes the D300 equal to the 
easiest breathing regulators around; only 
a machine could tell the difference. 

In examining the D300 closely, you 
have to be impressed by its compact, ef- 
ficient design. The case is made of fiber- 
glass reinforced polyester, which will 
take severe impact without breaking. 
Placing the exhaust valve in the center of 
the diaphragm saves a lot of space, in 
addition to improving its efficiency. With 
a small diaphragm, the performance bur- 
den falls on the pneumatically balanced 
coaxial flow demand valve, carried over 
from the Air I. In this valve, the amount of 
effort required to open the poppet is not 
directly affected by the force of the in- 
coming air. Incoming air forces on both 
sides of the poppet are nearly equal and 
tend to cancel any net movement in either 
the open or closed direction, creating a 
balanced condition. Therefore, a much 
lighter spring force is required to close 


the poppet. Since spring force is a major 
factor governing inhalation resistance, 
the lighter spring reduces that resistance. 
It also puts less pressure on the valve 
seat in the closed position, making a stor- 
age key unnecessary. 

We tested the D300 during two days of 
diving in San Diego and Orange County 
waters. It was attached to Scubapro’s 
Mark 10 first stage. We were impressed 
by its combination of easy breathing un- 
der all conditions and lack of tempera- 
ment. The regulator breathed dry, free- 
flow occurred only when intentionally in- 
duced and was easily controlled. 

On descent, a slight whistling noise 
was heard, but it disappeared at about 
ten feet. The only other unusual charac- 
teristic was a slight stutter, felt when 
slightly sipping air or when inhalation ef- 
fort was suddenly increased. Breathing 
was easy in all positions: normal swim- 
ming, vertical, looking up and on my 
back. As mentioned earlier, the D300 
breathes dry and easily in an upside 
down position, the Achilles heel of most 
regulators. The reason is the position of 
the diaphragm. With the mouthpiece 
pointing downward, the D300's dia- 
ohragm is in the same position a conven- 
tional regulator would be with the user 
just looking upward. 

The general feel of breathing is slightly 
mechanical. This is because of the small 
diaphragm; the demand valve mecha- 
nism is responsible for the power boost 
and you can feel it working. 

Freeflow occurred only when the regu- 
lator was removed with the mouthpiece 
up. It was controlled, not violent and 
stopped immediately when the mouth- 
piece was turned down. In some high 
performance regulators, the opening has 
to be plugged with a thumb or tongue to 
stop freeflowing. Clearing water from the 
second stage was easy, whether blowing 
or using the purge. 

In the past, we have used the analogy 
of sport cars and trucks for regulator per- 
formance. The D300 combines the high 
performance and good looks of a sport 
car with the reliability of a truck, charac- 
teristics that have seemed mutually ex- 
clusive up to now. It is an advanced div- 
er’s regulator, capable of supplying suffi- 
cient air while working hard at depth, 
even at low tank pressures. At the same 
time, it is docile enough for the beginning 
diver. At $240, it is Scubapro’s most ex- 
pensive second stage, $10 more than the 
Air |. (The Air |, by the way, will continue 
to be available as long as demand for it 
exists.) Combined with the Mark 10 first 
stage, the D300’s price is $350. Check it 
out at your Scubapro dealer. >#%

Pulse tuning and loop charging have 
been the industry standard for outboard 
motors over the past few years and 
Yamaha’s engines are no different. Loop 
charging allows the mixture of fuel and oil 
to enter the cylinders evenly in a smooth, 
looping flow. At the same time, the ex- 
haust discharge exits the cylinder 
through the pulse-tuned exhaust ports in 
the same smooth, looping flow. This 
method of fuel mixture allows maximum 
fuel efficiency and high engine output. All 
Yamaha motors will run on either leaded 
or unleaded fuel. 

Where the 30 horsepower differs is at 
the oil mixture injectors. While many 
small outboards still require fuel/oil pre- 
mixing, the new Yamaha introduces Pre- 
cision Blend Oil Injection. The oil reser- 
voir is mounted on the engine under the 
cowl. A convenient cap is on the top of 
the cowl, allowing easy access for ada- 
ing or checking the oil level. The oil reser- 
voir holds enough for about five hours of 
full throttle operation. 

Precision Blend Oil Injection provides 
the engine with a mixture of 150:1 at low 
idle speeds and 100:1 at full speed. This 
ensures the motor is getting the proper 


amount of oil for better engine perfor- 
mance and fuel savings. The oil pump is 
crankshaft driven for simplicity and reli- 
ability. The fuel injectors are maintenance 
free as the oil is injected directly into the

manifold and does not pass through the 
carburetors. This prevents build-up of oil 
residue on the fuel injectors. There is also 
a magnetic drain plug in the lower unit, 
which helps pick up any stray metal parti- 
cles in the lubricant. A one-way check 


valve at the oil reservoir keeps the pump 
continually primed, making the engine 
portable in any position. 

There are many exciting new standard 
features as well as optional equipment 
available. Each new Yamaha comes with 
a two year warranty against manufactur- 
ing defects and there are more than 600 
dependable Yamaha service centers in 
Canada and the United States.

he big clock atop the tower is about to strike seven. From any balcony above 
the plaza, until well after ten, you can hear the sounds, see the motions and feel 

the vibrations of the nightly fiesta. On the cobbled streets below, vendors sing out 
in praise of their wares. ‘‘Helados de coco,’’ one warbles from beneath the glow of 
the clock. He is trying to tempt everyone to sample his barely frozen ice cream con- 
coction, rich with slivers of real coconut. ‘‘Fru/tas, fruitas,’’ another cries, peeled 
oranges, papaya and bananas atop his cart. A purely commercial event, it happens 
every night in downtown Cozumel. Past the shops, hotels and restaurants a constant 
parade of tourists, residents and street vendors circle, then re-circle the plaza. The 
little entrepreneurs are out too, shyly ap- 
proaching the touristas. ‘‘Chicklets? 
Chicklets?”’ they ask with tiny voices, 
while holding up a box of chewing gum, 
hoping someone will Succumb to their 
grinning, gleaming black eyes.

merchants sharpen their pencils. On Friday and Saturday nights the church bells 
clang and add their Mexican magic to the fiesta. The sounds of guitars, violins, trum- 
pets and base music boxes float from the bandstand in the center of the plaza. In 
small groups, unattached senoritas 
waltz slowly around the plaza, flirting 
coyly with the young caballeros. The 
hoteliers and restauranteurs bring 
their eateries and margaritas out onto 
the sidewalk to take advantage of the 
festive atmosphere. Over by the sea- 
front avenue, the local Rotary Club is 
offering another chance to win a new 
car. And, in any of the dozens of 
shops that surround the plaza you can 
find at least ten items you, or your 
companion, will be sure you just can’t 
live without. On racks filled with ornate embroidered clothing and in glass showcases 
lined with trinkets, almost everyone finds something with which to overstuff their suit- 
cases. The silver, copper, pottery and brass seem impossible to pass by without a 
touch. Necklaces, beads, onyx, dolls, black coral 
and mounted antique coins—the choices are 
endless. The ladies are certain to find the perfect 
dress made of Spanish lace. The men are drawn 
toward the masculine lines of Latin clothing and 
leather goods. And, you're sure to find at least 
one |-shirt to wear home to make sure everyone 
knows where you ve been on your vacation. With 
bargains beyond belief, the price tags make you 
feel like a bandito. And, just in case you don't like 
the asking amount, it is probably negotiable. 

Along the waterfront and throughout the streets 
that parallel the plaza, it becomes quickly obvi- 
ous that diving is a major reason tourists come 
to this island in the Mexican Caribbean. 
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The red and white of the dive flag 
seems to have replaced the Mexican na- 
tional flag as the island banner. Dive 
shops fill every third or fourth storefront. 

The best equipped dive service opera- 
tions stand out and quickly become obvi- 
ous. Well outfitted, they operate boats 
that cater to small groups of six passen- 
gers up to large charters of 20 or more. 
The choices of daily dive destinations 
seem endless: shallow reefs to deep 
walls, caverns and tunnels to coral gar- 
dens patrolled by 100 pound grouper, 
roller coaster-fast drift dives to spots 
where the fish demand to be fed. With 
more than enough choices to make sure 
you won't visit the same spot twice in a 
week's stay, you only go back the sec- 
ond time by choice. 

The preferred method of diving in Co- 
zumel differs substantially from that of 
most other islands. Instead of rising early, 
rushing out for a morning dive of one or

» afternoon trip, the pace runs slower;

When 
your gear is loaded aboard, the crew nor- 
mally continues the cruise toward the 
reefs to the southwest of the island while 
picking up more passengers along the 
way. An hour or so later you are likely to 
find yourself zipping along a coral ridge 
on Palancar, Santa Rosa or their famed 
sister reefs. A long series of dramatic 
coral formations, they are all backed by 
a wide U/W sand desert hardly 30 or 40 
feet deep. Rising like a miniature moun- 
tain range, the reef tumbles and cas- 
cades, then vanishes into an inky blue 
abyss thousands of feet deep. 

After the first dive on the deep preci- 
pice your captain will probably nudge his 


CURRENCY 


Mexico is one of the best vacation bar- 
gains in the world owing to a severe cur- 
rency devaluation program being under- 
taken by the government. In the past 
year the value of the peso has been cut 
in half, making the U.S. dollar even 
stronger and more popular. Example: A 
typical meal for four persons at many of 
the island’s better restaurants, including 
drinks, is likely to run less than $30. 

As of late summer 1986 the rate of ex- 
change was 760 pesos to the dollar. Ad- 
ditional devaluations take place every 
month and you can likely expect your va- 
cation money to go even farther by the 
time you book your flight. 





vessel right up against the sandy beach. 
Everyone wades ashore. Lunch, included 
in the price of the dive, will be served at 
one of the open air beach restaurants at 
Playa Maya, San Francisco or Palancar.

traces remain. At its height, more than 


40,000 Mayans populated the island. 
Cortes and his conquistadors found little 
resistance when they tore down the Maya 
shrines and temples in the early 1500s. 
In less than 50 years almost all the May- 
ans died from the diseases brought on 
them by the Spanish. The sacred island 
of Ah-Cozumil-Peten, the ‘‘place of swal- 
lows,’ was virtually abandoned. 

Once, at the shrines in the Maya city of 
San Gervasio northeast of downtown San 
Miguel, Maya women would come in pil- 
grimages to pray to Ixchel, the moon 
goddess of fertility. Today, the only pil- 
grimages to the island are made by thou- 
sands of tourists who worship the sun, 
sea and sand. 

Today, life and tourist activities revolve 
around the island’s only city and its north- 
ern and southern hotel districts. To the 
north, extreme south and most of the 
east, Cozumel is blessed with fabulous 
beaches. San Miguel and the southern 
hotel district are protected from the sea 
by craggy ironshore rocks. Small 
beaches are sometimes sculpted in the 
shoreline in front of the major southern 
hotels and are often packed with sun 
worshippers. But, except for Sundays, 
the best southern beaches are often un- 
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touched and desolate. Getting to them is 
not difficult, but requires some form of 
rental transportation and a bit of initiative. 


TRANSPORTATION 

Getting around is accomplished via 
taxi, motor bike or rental car. Taxi fare 
from either hotel district to San Miguel is 
less than one dollar for up to four per- 
sons. Trips to the ruins, southern light- 
house and beaches on the eastern side 
cost more, yet are still very inexpensive. 

Cars can be rented from many major 
international or local rental agencies by 
the day or week. You are likely to find 


yourself driving a VW bug or a Jeep. 
Either is fun, but since you won't have air- 
conditioning as an option, take the jeep 
if you have a choice. It’s cooler and more 
fun when you take off down some of the 
unpaved roads that lead to the sea. 

lf you are more of an adventurist, see 
the island via moped. A word of caution 
is in order. Travel is advisable only in 
pairs when you rent a bike. Mechanical 
breakdowns are not uncommon. And, it 
is a very, very long walk from the remote 
southern part of the island back to any 
hotel. There are no roadside telephones, 
little local traffic, no police patrols and al-

BEACHES 

Numerous beaches can be found by 
following the main highway south past 
the cruise ship dock.

All the beaches are reached 
by driving down small, almost hidden, 
largely unmarked, unpaved roads.

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completely unnoticed in the dense vege- 
tation. Not every road leads. to a public 
beach, either. At the end of some, after a 
long drive through the brush, you may 
find yourself staring at a locked fence. 
Just turn around and try the next one. The 
goal is worth the hunt. 

Once you locate it, you will find your- 
self on one of those beaches only a bro- 
chure or picture post card can describe. 
You know the ones: They have copy that 
reads something like “long, meandering 
strands of golden sand stretch out to let 
you soak up the sun’s rays.’’ And, they 
really do. Cozumel’s are some of the 
most beautiful, seldom walked-on 
beaches in the Caribbean. There’s not a 
hotel in sight and on most days, unless 
you bring someone with you, nary 
another soul to encroach on your privacy. 

At the end of the coastal road you will 
be faced with the decision to turn north- 
ward along the eastern side of the island 
or take the unpaved road heading south. 
There are plenty of gorgeous beaches up 
the main road, but go south first. A few 
miles down the bumping, jostling trail you 
will see a small stone building. In addition 
to the ruins at San Gervasio, this more 
substantial Maya building is left standing 
almost intact. A shrine with very small 
doors, the Tumba de Caracol, or conch 
shrine, sits against a sand dune. It is the- 
orized to have been built as a navigation- 
al aid and ceremonial temple. After your 
exploration, cross the dune to check out 
the beaches. Here big rollers often crash 
to the shore and constantly swirl the fine 
white sand. 

A mile or so south, a shoot of the road 
climbs to the top of the dune. A couple 
hundred yards north along the beach, in 
very shallow water, is the wreck of a turn 
of the century ferry. Giant anchors, 
chains and glass bottles can be found in 
snorkeling depths of less than 15 feet of 
sometimes rough water. The bottles are 
collectible—if you can find the wreck in 
the first place. After you search for it with 
mask and fin, continue to the end of the 
road. Here you can climb the 127 steps 
to top of the island’s southern lighthouse. 


DIVING 

If you come to the island looking only 
for good diving, you have made a very 
good choice. In virtually all of the SKIN 
DIVER Magazine reader surveys, Cozu- 
mel has been chosen as one of the top 
three diving destinations in the world. For 
mid-American divers, and especially 
those from Texas, it is the number one 
destination. The attraction is not purely 
one of economics, either. 

The price of a Cozumel vacation is 
quite low by comparison to many other 
destinations, owing to a severe monetary 
devaluation program currently being un- 
dertaken by the Mexican government. 
But the real attraction of this area is its 
reefs and the thrill of its unique mode of 
underwater transportation. The currents 








make learning to be a good drift diver 
very important. Once these easy skills 
are mastered, you can take advantage of 
the island's underwater wind to fly 
throughout the coral maze. 

Local dive operators have become 
very conscious of their obligation to pro- 
tect their reefs and to teach conservation 
to their clients. As a result, diving, espe- 
cially on the deep walls, is done primarily 
in groups. This accomplishes two goals. 
First, divers are asked to keep at least an 
arm's distance between themselves and 
the corals to prevent damage and reef 
destruction. In a group, the divemasters 
can observe anyone who may be having 
trouble with buoyancy or otherwise dam- 
aging the corals. Secondly, the currents 
can be strong and a bit unnerving to new- 
ly trained divers or others unfamiliar with 
this type of diving. By diving together, 
usually with a lead and follow-up dive- 
master, everyone can drift along safely 
while the boat follows the bubbles. 
Should it be necessary to surface early, 
the divemaster always knows who is on 
the bottom and who is on the boat. 

The divemasters also make it a point to 
keep their eye on underwater photogra- 
phers. Without realizing it, it is possible to 
crush and permanently damage fragile 
corals while trying to get just the right an- 
gle for the photo. If this happens, you will 
receive a clang on the tank, a gentle 
shake of a reminding finger, and orders 
to get off the coral. These guys know that 
unless they make it their, and your, re- 
sponsibility to preserve the environment, 
no one will have the chance to see its 
beauty in just a few years. 

Since virtually all of the major reefs are 
well offshore and well south of the hotel 
zones, the majority of diving is done by 
boat. The best sites are known to hun- 
dreds of divers who have returned doz- 
ens of times to see them again and again: 
Paraiso or Paradise, San Francisco, San- 
ta Rosa, Palancar and Columbia. There 
are, however, a few fun reefs so close to 
shore they can be dived from the beach.

About 150 yards off the steps of La 
Ceiba Hotel pier is the overturned wreck- 
age of a large twin engine Airplane. It 
was purposely sunk as a Mexican movie 
prop and no one can tell you the name of 
the movie or what it was about. It is se- 
verely broken apart, but a fun place to be 
introduced to Cozumel. The hotel does 
not mind divers walking through the lob- 
by with tanks on their backs to get to the 
site. Thousands of sergeant majors, 
French and gray angels, grouper and 
snapper claim the site. If you bring food, 
be prepared to be swarmed. On cruise 
ship days the surface is absolutely cov- 
ered with snorkelers. Up to 200 mask 
and fin clad swimmers at a time can be 
seen congregating above the wreck and 
exploring the nearby coral reef. 

lf you swim toward the cruise ship dock 
you will discover an old ship’s anchor 
and an impressive coral garden. At night, 
the bottom really comes to life and is one 
of the most popular evening dive spots 
on the island. If you make the plane and 
surrounding reef your first dive on Cozu- 
mel you are almost certain to get a taste 
of the almost ceaseless wall of moving 
water. Although normally quite negotia- 
ble, the current can turn quickly into a 
mighty foe. On a normal day it will run 
from the south. But be observant be- 
cause at any moment it can reverse itself 
and go the other way. If you have never 
been exposed to brisk currents ask the 
advice of one of the local dive shop’s 
divemasters on your first few swims. 

The majority of the really exciting div- 
ing is an hour or so south by boat. Palan- 
car is unquestionably the most popular 
dive destination the island has to offer. 
More than three miles long, it is divided 
into seven sections and it is impossible to 
see all of it during a short stay. Palancar 
Gardens, Little Caves, the Horseshoe, 
Palancar Caves, Ladrillas, the Pinna- 
cles and Deep Palancar all share similar 
formations, but each has its own distinc- 
tive characteristics. 

The most popular of Palancar’s reefs is 
Horseshoe. Semicircular, like most of 
the reef it comes to within 20 feet of the 
surface. Gigantic coral heads form an 
Open ring around a sandy floor. It is one 
of the most popular underwater photo- 
graphic areas in Cozumel and locals con- 
sider visibilities of less than 100 feet bad. 
With 250 feet of clear water not uncom- 
mon, the reef draws its super clear water 
from the fast flowing stream of deep open 
ocean water that constantly sweeps past 
the island. 

Added a few years ago to Palancar, a 
tall statue of Christ called the Sacred 
Protector of the Ocean, stands among 
the corals near this site. The metallic 
sculpture was permanently placed near 
the edge of the precipice on a concrete

base, its hands upraised in a dramatic 
and very photogenic pose. 

Santa Rosa Wall is considered by 
most to be Cozumel’s second best dive 
area. Averaging less than 60 feet at the 
top, it drops to a depth of several thou- 
Sand. Numerous overhangs cut deep into 
the wall, offering a shelter from the cur- 
rent's motion. Caves with groupers a 
giant crabs can be found all along it 





length. Normally dived at a depth of 80 
feet, it has large, lacy gorgonian fans 
decorating its face. 

Columbia is as impressive a dive site 
as any on the island. Large, two story 
coral mounds have grown in irregular 
patterns separating the wall from the 
shallow sand. The population of pale 
green anemones is thick. Plate-like corals 
and giant sponges compete for space 
while small schools of queen angelfish 
flirt with you from behind their protective 
cover. If you swim down the sand chutes, 
you will see the wall drop away into what

appears to be a bottomless blue pit. The 
current is almost always quick, making it 
important to stay with your group. To- 
gether you float weightlessly down- 
stream, your fins used only for steering. 

Shallow Columbia runs inside its 
deeper counterpart. The corals begin in 
depths of less than 30 feet, with schools 
of silver and yellow snapper hovering 
among many of the heads. As you cruise 
its length the corals rise closer to the sur- 
face. Against a rich blue background, fat- 
tened stands of elkhorn corals always 
point their small branches away from the 
current’s flow. 

Paradise Reef is probably the most 
popular shallow reef on the island. For 
photographers, it is among the best for 
macro and close-up photography. A 
long, narrow ribbon of low corals, it be- 
gins near El Presidente Hotel and runs 
nearly to the cruise ship dock. Although 
possible to dive from shore, it is best 
dived from a boat. Its depths average 
less than 40 feet unless you go well off in- 
to the sand. Thousands of tame fish re- 
side among the corals and sponges. 

Yocab Reef is similar to Paradise, but 
it is wider and deeper. It is often drifted 
as a second dive and the currents are al- 
most always strong. The coral heads rise 
as much as ten feet from the bottom and 
large schools of Snappers and grunts are 
found hiding beneath the overhangs. 
With several large sponge formations, 
this is one of the more dramatic shallow 
reefs for wide angle photographers. 

Farther to the south, at the lower end

of San Francisco beach, San Francisco 
Reef is cut in two major sections. Divided 
by a wide patch of sand, its low growths 
slope from a depth of 20 to more than 50 
feet. Anemones cling to many rocks, 
some harboring arrowcrabs and tiny, 
transparent shrimp deep inside their pale 
pink tentacles. French and gray angelfish 
follow you about, begging for food, and 
filefish often hang on the edge of the cor- 
al bluffs and slip into darkened openings 
just aS a diver approaches. Along the 
way, several four foot long grouper, 
weighing up to 100 pounds, await your 
arrival. Don’t tease them if you don't have 
food: They have been known to bite! If 
you come prepared, they will put on a 
show for a long as the food lasts. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 

Hotel packages on the island can be 
found to please virtually any budget. If 
you want mostly beaches, sun and some 
diving, look to the hotels and condos 
clustered at the northern end of the is- 
land. The Club Cozumel Caribe, Mayan 
Plaza, Cozumeleno, Cabanas del Caribe, 
Playa Azul, Cantarell, Mara and Condu- 
mel Condominiums can all be found in 
this area.

front. Near the downtown area of San Mi- 
guel, Casitas La Plaza and Barracuda are 
also popular with divers. Between town 
and the southern hotel district, the Gala- 
pago and La Perla are right on the sea, 
while Villablanca is only a short walk from 
the water. 

Clustered near the international cruise 
ship pier, La Ceiba, Sol Caribe, Casa del 
Mar and Divers Inn are among the most 
popular on the island with divers, owing 
to their closeness to the reefs. La Ceiba 
and Sol Caribe are excellent luxury ho- 
tels, offering a great number of amenities 
including tennis, a disco and shopping. 
Casa del Mar is brand new and afforda- 
bly priced. Divers Inn is much smaller 
and economically priced. A mile or so far- 
ther to the south, El Presidente is also a 
popular luxury property. 


AIR TRAVEL 

Flights to Cozumel are available from 
many parts of the U.S. with connections 
through several hub cities. Continental 
flies direct from Houston with both morn- 
ing and afternoon schedules on most 
days as well as connections through 
Cancun. AeroMexico serves Atlanta and 
Houston, while Mexicana flies direct from 
Dallas/Fort Worth and Miami and makes 
Los Angeles connections via Mexico City.

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magine a charter sailing vacation in 

the Caribbean of the mid-1960s. The 
travel industry definitely lacked to- 
day's sophistication. While the islands 
provided the lure of indescribable 
beauty, serenity and adventure, all too 
often the vacation package offered 
surprise! The boat was already in 
charter or possibly in disrepair, provi- 
sioning in short supply, scuba serv- 
ices nonexistent, the captain and crew 
off-isltand and on and on—surprise! 
With a few of these sailing ‘‘vaca- 
tions’ behind them, Charlie and Ginny 
Cary decided there must be a better 
way. Their vision of a better way has 
evolved into one of the world’s pre- 
miere sail charter operations, the 
Moorings, Ltd. :

featured no bareboat charter services. 
lt was into that void and Road Town 
Harbour, Tortola, BV! that the Carys, 
along with partner Tony Rainold, 
sailed six Pearson 35s. Despite the 
lack of sailing infrastructure, the ad- 
vantages to the sailor were as appar- 
ent then as they are obvious today. 
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These are islands situated in conven- 
ient proximity to the United States with 
a stable, supportive system of rule 
and friendly natives. They are blessed 
with a warm, tropical climate year- 
round. There are cooling trade winds, 
ideal for sailing, and scores of lush, 
mountainous islands dotted with hia- 
den coves and unspoiled beaches. 


_ The waters are magnificently clear, 


the corals and shipwrecks fascinating 
and the marine life abundant. There 
are hundreds of protected anchor- 
ages, virtually within sight of each oth- 
er and connected by the easily navi- 
gated Sir Francis Drake Channel. 
Tides and currents are minimal, the 
winds dependable and the courses 
charted by sight.

t was just another one of those perfectly 

pristine Destin days. The afternoon sun 
was high overhead, casting a warm, 
golden glow across the rows of con- 
dominiums lining the sugary white beach. 
The seas were calm and clear, with bare- 
ly a ripple creasing the shimmering sur- 
face. We had finished our second dive 
and prepared to run the dive boat Exta- 
sea back to shore for a quick bite to eat. 
Under full steam we approached the 
shoreline, watching from the bridge as 
the emerald green water shallowed to a 
depth of about ten feet. Underwater, sand 
dollars the size of tea saucers lay scat- 
tered along the ocean floor. Our thoughts 
were suddenly broken by the sight of a 
dark object gliding through the water. 
Scanning the green waters, | focused on 
the shape of a great beast 100 yards off 
our starboard bow—a manta ray! 

From wing tip to wing tip the animal 
measured at least eight and probably 
closer to ten feet. From the curved 
‘“horns’’ at its head to the base of its tail, 
the animal was at least five feet long. 

The large ray (Manta birostris) swam 
cautiously around the boat. At first the 
winged creature would not allow us to ap- 
proach, but after a short period of time itt 
let us swim near. It eventually allowed us 
to ride it. 

After nearly 30 minutes of playing with 
the manta, it was time to let our new 
friend go. Releasing my hold, | watched 
as the gentle creature banked to the left 
like a large bird in flight. Its right wing 
broke the sunlit surface while its left wing 
dipped to the bottom below, almost as if 
it were saying goodbye. 

Manta ray sightings offshore Florida’s 
Panhandle are not common, however, 
my hosts at Fantasea Scuba Headquar- 
ters proved these are not rare. Fantasea 
Scuba Headquarters, owned and oper- 
ated by Steve and Rick Worlund, is in the 
beautiful resort community of Destin, 
Florida. The beaches here, with their 
windswept dunes and snowy white sand, 
are considered to be some of the most 
beautiful in the world. The dive shop, at 
the foot of the Destin bridge across from 
the marina, lies at the western tip of a nat- 
ural peninsula. This is bordered on the 
north by Choctawhatchee Bay, to the 
west by Destin East Pass and on the 
south by the crystalline waters of the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


Since the opening of the headquarters 
in January 1982, a new chapter in Florida 
Panhandle diving has been written. Fan- 
tasea Divers is a full service scuba cen- 
ter—PADI Five Star Training Facility—and 
Diving Ventures International Resort des- 
tination. The Worlunds’ operation is one 
of the busiest in the southeast for equip- 
ment, beachwear and T-shirts, as well as 
rentals, repairs and instruction. The dive 
shop is managed by Steve Powell; all ba- 
sic and advanced scuba training is direct- 
ed by Anna Schmitz. Fantasea has one of 
the largest full time staffs on the Emerald 
Coast. Everyone helps out with every- 
thing—sales, crewing on the boats, stu- 
dent referrals and checkouts for both pri- 
vate and full certification classes. The 
store has more than 1,000 square feet of 
retail sales floor, a photo rental depart- 
ment, factory repair station and a 12,000 
cubic foot pure air cascade system. 
There are two custom dive boats, the 45 
foot Fantasea and the 31 foot Extasea. 

Destin is geographically situated at the 
crown of a natural arch of ancient reef 


systems that runs between Fort Walton 
Beach and Panama City. The limestone 
reefs lie less than two miles offshore, cre- 
ating an ideal dive destination. There are 
several artificial reefs and many more be- 
ing developed by the dive operators. One 
of the more popular sites is the coral en- 
crusted hulk of a 250 foot Liberty ship. 
The wreck sits upright on the sandy bot- 
tom in 85 feet of water about ten miles 
south of East Pass. The superstructure 
was removed because it was a naviga- 
tional hazard. However, the hull has 
about 20 feet of relief and is home to am- 
berjack, snapper, barracuda and some 
large grouper. 

The Bridge Rubble site is the remains 
of the old Destin bridge that was placed 
in 65 feet of water about nine years ago. 
This is one of the more popular shallow 
dives in the area. Sections of railings and 
roadway make this dive a trip down an 
undersea highway. Everywhere you go 
you are engulfed in swarms of baitfish 


that move like giant silver waves. 

Other dive sites include an old oil drill- 
ing tower, three coal barges and a 130 
foot long transport airplane. 

The natural reefs are limestone rocks, 
covered in hard corals, oriental colored 
seafans and a rainbow hue of sponges. 
The most exciting reefs are in 80 to 100 
feet. Many have been charted by local 
operators and are dived regularly, how- 
ever, many new reefs are found on a dai- 
ly basis. 

One of the more exciting reefs in the 
area is Timber Holes, 105 feet deep. Its 
ledges are staggered like giant steps that 
rise more than 15 feet from the sandy 
floor. This is an all day trip, but well worth 
the boat ride. 

White Hill, in 85 feet of water, stretches 
along the ocean floor with limestone 
shelves three feet high. Brilliant blood red 
corals crest the top of the reef, while 
camouflaged scorpionfish brood under 
coral ledges. Occasionally, an octopus 
will scurry by as angelfish flit among the 
large basket and barrel sponges. 





Frangista Reef, at a depth of 85 feet, 
has a six foot ledge that runs parallel to 
the shoreline. Here you will find schools 
of baitfish and spadefish swimming in 
tight formation. 

Several other regularly visited sites in- 
clude the Triplets, Tyner Spot, Eigh- 
teen's, Four Anchors, Long Reef and 
many more. 

For the underwater photographer, the 
reefs are a world of macro subjects, trop- 
ical reef fish and large oceanic creatures. 
For the underwater hunter, it is a jungle 
of hogsnappers, amberjacks and large 
lobster. The tiny town of Destin is right- 
eous in claiming to be, ‘‘the world’s lucki- 
est fishing village.’’ A look underwater 
certainly proves it.

From those six sailboats in 1969, 
the Moorings has expanded its resort 
base to become the largest fleet of 
charter boats in the Virgin Islands. At 
present there are 106 yachts based in 
Tortola, primarily Benéteau 37, 39, 43 
and 51 foot sailboats, as well as 60 
foot Morgans and Gulfstars. The 
Moorings Mariner Inn is adjacent to 
the 100 slip yacht marina and features 
36 double rooms and two suites, each 
with a kitchenette, private bath and 
either balcony or covered patio. The 
eight acre complex also features a 
freshwater swimming pool, tennis 
court, boutique, gourmet provisioning 
center and conference room where 
comprehensive pre-charter briefings 
occur. The marina additionally pro- 
vides complete yachting services 
such as fuel, water, ice, supplies and 
repairs. Underwater Safaris, also situ- 
ated at dockside, provides scuba 
services to the Moorings. 

The Moorings formula for success 
revolves around two primary factors: 
the viability of their resort bases for 
sailing and diving pleasure and a high 
level of personal service to their char- 
ter guests. In addition to the British Vir- 
gin Islands, the Moorings, Ltd. also 
has bases at Marigot Bay in St. Lucia, 
the gateway to the Grenadines; and in 
two of the best sailing areas of the 
South Pacific, Tahiti and the Kingdom 
of Tonga. The Sea of Cortez is also 
being developed as a Moorings, Ltd. 
resort base. 

Services to the charter guest begin 
with a toll free call to the Moorings’ tn- 
house travel agency in Clearwater, 
Florida. Mariner International can re- 
serve the charter vessel, arrange div- 
ing services, provide airport transfers, 
book hotel space, arrange yacht pro- 
visioning and make airline reserva- 
tions. The charter fleets are standard- 
ized and maintained in superb repair. 
With only a limited number of yacht 
designs in charter and those specifi- 
cally selected for the utility and com- 
fort of the charter guest, it is more 
practical to stock an inventory of re-

pair parts and train the staff in preven- 
tive maintenance. 

The charter vessels may be booked 
either bareboat or crewed (with the 
exception of the five, 60 footers, only 
available as a crewed charter), or any 
combination thereof. The yachts may 
be arranged bareboat, i.e. without 
crew, assuming the sailing compe- 
tence of the charter group. A captain 
and cook constitute a fully crewed 
charter, but just a captain or a cook 
may be hired. For those with rusty sail- 
ing skills it might be advisable to hire 
just a captain for a few days, the addi- 
tional expense of which is credited 
against future Moorings charters. 

There is snorkeling gear aboard all 
the charter boats, but for those seek- 
ing to secure diving services, a visit 
with the amiable staff at Underwater 
Safaris is recommended. There are no 
compressors on the charter boats, but 
Underwater Safaris has plenty of rent- 
al tanks and a fill station at their dock- 
side retail center. In addition, Under- 
water Safaris maintains satellite air fill 
stations at Cooper Island and Cane 
Garden Bay. Other fill stations may be 
found at Virgin Gorda and St. John. If 
air and tanks are the only services re- 
quired, it is easy for the certified diver 
to rent tanks and either fill them or ar- 
range for the Underwater Safaris dive 
boats to deliver freshly filled ones. 
However, Underwater Safaris is a full 
service dive center and can provide 
more than air fills to the charter boat 
fleet of the British Virgin Islands. 

The Underwater Safaris dockside 
retail center features a complete line 
of T-shirts and resort wear, post cards 
and books, sunglasses, masks, fins, 
snorkels, maps and charts, etc. It also 
houses the computerized reservations 








and inventory aspect of the business 
and the VHF radio communications 
center. Underwater Safaris maintains 
ship to shore contact with its fleet of 
dive boats and the charter yachts 
cruising the BVI. Underwater Safaris 
base stands by on VHF channel 16 
and 09, or charter customers can con- 
tact their dive boats directly or call col- 
lect to Radio Tortola or Virgin Islands 
Radio. Since all of the charter yachts 
have at least VHF radios, Underwater 
Safaris can be in instant contact 

throughout the chain of islands. 
Underwater Safaris is able to pro- 
vide scuba instruction, underwater 
photography, day diving and rendez- 
vous diving services from its base at 
the Moorings. Last year they conduct- 
ed more than 1,500 scuba introduc- 
tion courses, 300 full certifications and 
specialty instruction in underwater 
photography, wreck diving and night 
diving. Their underwater photo serv- 
ices include Nikonos and Sea and 
Sea camera systems for rent, film 
sales, E-6 and C-41 film processing 
(it's a drop-off station for processing 
done elsewhere on the island) and a 
new emphasis on underwater video. 
With two housed underwater video 
systems and sophisticated editing fa- 
cilities, Underwater Safaris is able to 
produce a quality video documentary 
of a guest’s dive day or complete sail/ 
dive vacation. Underwater Safaris is 
probably best noted for its innovative 
rendezvous diving services, however. 
The dive vacation with the Moorings 
and Underwater Safaris may adopt 
one of several formats. Divers may 
check into the Moorings Mariner Inn 
and arrange day dive trips with Under- 
water Safaris, although the much

stance, both have powerful crushing jaws 
and fearsome teeth; both have somewhat 
unusual diets; and both are so ugly their 
appearance would have to improve to 
reach the level of grotesque. Fortunately 
for divers along the East and West Coasts 
of the United States, the fascinating wolf 
eel is not merely a fictional creature ona 
movie screen. 


Wolf eels are certainly eel-like in ap- 
pearance, with long, tapering bodies and 
dorsal fins extending from behind their 
massive heads to their tails. They have 
large, rounded pectoral fins behind their 
gill openings, but have no pelvic fins. 
True eels, however, lack pectoral fins and 
therefore wolf eels are more appropriate- 
ly called wolffish. Some sources tell of 
wolffish attaining a length of eight feet. 
However, the largest authenticated wolf- 
fish appears to be a six foot, eight inch 
animal speared off Rosario Beach on 
Fidalgo Island, Washington in 1962. 

Three species of wolffish flourish on 
the East Coast of North America: the 
northern wolffish, Anarhichas denticula- 
tus; the spotted wolffish, Anarhichas mi- 
nor; and the Atlantic or striped wolffish, 
Anarhichas lupus. All three species are 
very similar in body shape. To a great ex- 
tent, their ranges along the East Coast of 
North America overlap. 

The northern Pacific Ocean is the home 
of two species of wolffisn that, unlike 
those of the Atlantic, are not members of 
the same genus and their territories do 
not overlap. One Pacific species, Anarhi- 
chas orientalis, is found along the east 
coast of Hokkaido Island, Japan, north to 
the Sea of Okhotsk and westward 
throughout the Aleutian and Pribilof I|s- 
lands. Only one species of wolffish, 
Anarrhichthys ocellatus, can be found 
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along the West Coast of Canada and the 
United States. This species is the most 
temperate of all wolffish, ranging from 
Kodiak Island, Alaska, to as far south as 
Imperial Beach, California. In the cold 
northern Pacific waters, it lives in relative- 
ly shallow, rocky areas but to the south it 
will be found at greater depths. One re- 
port states that a wolffish taken at La Jol- 
la, California was hooked in 400 feet of 
water and that others have been caught 
off Southern California at depths greater 
than 250 feet. 

The ferocious appearance of the wolf- 
fish can be a bit unnerving for novice and 
experienced divers alike. Don’t worry— 
wolffish are very timid creatures and 
present no danger to the scuba diver who 
uses a little common sense and reason- 
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A pair of wolf eels share close quarters in 
a rocky lair. Although their appearance 
can be unnerving, these fish are timid. 


able caution while observing this most in- 
teresting animal. The evil appearance of 
the wolffish is owing largely to its peculiar 
tooth structure, adapted to crushing and 
tearing its primarily hard shelled prey. 
The diet of the wolffish consists predomi- 
nantly of mollusks, sea urchins and 
crabs, although wolffish also feed occa- 
sionally on soft bodied animals such as 
starfish. This type of diet requires highly 
specialized teeth. The dentition of all 
wolffish consists of three distinct types of 
teeth: hooked (incisors), conical (ca- 
nines) and nob-like (molars). The hooked 
teeth of the wolffish are commonly called 
its ‘‘canine’’ teeth owing to their superfi- 
cial similarity to canine teeth of mammals. 
The canine teeth permit the wolffish to 
tear prey—such as mollusks—off the sub- 
strate. The largest canine teeth are posi- 
tioned along the outer edge of the jaw, 
forming a semicircle. This position pre- 
vents hard shelled prey from slipping out 
of its mouth when the wolffish tears it 
from the bottom. 

The wolffish uses its molars to crush 
the shells of mollusks, echinoderms and 
crustaceans. These molars tend to come

Plans were made to invade 
Guadalcanal and take over the airstrip. It 
would be the first real test of U.S. ability 
to mount an offensive attack. 

On August 7, 1942, the U.S. Marines 
landed 11,000 troops on Guadalcanal 
and neighboring Tulagi and Gavutu. The 
small Japanese garrison and construc- 
tion crew on Guadalcanal were caught by 
Surprise and the airfield was taken by the 
Marines before the Japanese could land 
their first plane. 

The airstrip was renamed Henderson 
Field after Major Lofton Henderson, who 
lost his life at Midway Island. Construc- 
tion of the airfield was completed and 
Marine Corps fighter planes and 
bombers were brought in from nearby 
aircraft carriers. It was the beginning of 
the Cactus Air Force (Cactus being the 
code name for Guadalcanal). The shoe 
was now on the other foot. 

Yet the battle for Guadalcanal wasn't 
over; it had just begun. The U.S. Marines 
occupied less than one percent of the is- 
land while the rest was in the hands of the 
Japanese Imperial Army. And, more 
troops were on the way as the Japanese 
were determined to retake the airfield. 

The battle for Guadalcanal was not a 
single action, but instead a series of vi- 
cious, bloody battles that continued for 
six months. Both sides were tenacious 
and courageous, often resulting in a fight 
to the death. 

These battles were fought in three sep- 
arate arenas: on land, on the sea and in 
the air. Both sides suffered incredibly 
heavy casualties. Owing to poor record 
keeping at the time, no one knows exact- 
ly how many died, but an estimated 
40,000 soldiers, sailors and airmen lost 
their lives fighting for this one island. 

As for equipment, the Allied forces 
(Australia, New Zealand, U.S.) lost 24 
warships. The Japanese lost an equal 
number. Many of these vessels ended up 
on the deep ocean floor of Iron Bottom 
Sound, but a surprising number sank in 
divable waters along the shore of Gua- 
dalcanal and on the Tulagi side of the 
sound. In the air, an estimated 600 fight- 
ers and bombers were shot down, mostly 
over water. 


HONIARA 

Today, Guadalcanal and the Solomon 
Islands have emerged as a new and fas- 
cinating South Pacific vacation destina- 
tion. Only recently has the government of 
these islands embarked on a slow and 
careful tourism development program. 
The government very wisely wants to pre- 
serve its Melanesian culture and its natu- 
ral resources.

By Caribbean standards the island of 
Guadalcanal is huge. It measures 100 
miles long and 30 miles wide. The central 
area has a mountain range that reaches 
an altitude of 10,000 feet. You can actu- 
ally see the peaks of these mountains 
poking through the layer of white clouds 
as you begin the descent into Honiara. 

Henderson Field has been transformed 
into a major jet airport that accommo- 
dates international flights from no less 
than five different countries. The runway 
has recently been extended to accommo- 
date both 737 and 76/7 jets. 

Although Henderson Field has been 
modernized, there are still reminders of 
World War |]. A monument to the U.S. 
Marines is just outside the main terminal 
building and there are still Cannons on 
display. Customs and immigration are 
similar to many Caribbean Islands. The 
solomon Islands is independent but a 
member of the British Commonwealth. 

Honiara, the new capital of the Solo- 
mon Islands, is five miles west of the air- 
port. It is a bustling little seaport city with 
a population of 16,000 residents. English 
is the spoken language. 

Downtown Honiara is a mixture of 
small hotels, government offices, a yacht 
club, excellent restaurants, business of- 
fices and tourist shops. It even has its 
own Chinatown section, complete with 
marvelous restaurants. The one differ- 
ence between Honiara and a typical Car- 
ibbean island town is the Melanesian cul- 
ture. Curio shops are filled with a fasci- 
nating array of shark carvings, war clubs, 
outrigger canoe models and shell jewel- 
ry. All of it is authentic, for the production 


of handicrafts is part of the island culture 
and a much needed source of revenue. 


MENDANA HOTEL 

Among the four or five hotels in Honia- 
ra, the Mendana Hotel is by far the larg- 
est and most popular. It is the favorite 
choice among business people and tour- 
ists alike. Consisting of 50 rooms, the 
Mendana is on the water and close to the 
center of town. The bank, pharmacy, mu- 
seum and shopping center are all within 
walking distance of the hotel lobby. 

The Mendana is a blend of South Sea 
service and modern accommodations. 
The rooms are air-conditioned and 
equipped with shower and bath. The res- 
taurant is an open air facility off the lobby, 
overlooking Iron Bottom Sound. The ser- 
vice is prompt and friendly. While there is 
no real sandy beach in front of the hotel, 
there is a freshwater swimming pool and 
easy access for snorkeling. 


ISLAND DIVE SERVICES 

Just off the lobby and within the Men- 
dana Hotel complex is Guadalcanal’s 
busiest dive shop—lIsland Dive Services. 
This facility consists of a retail dive shop, 
a scuba training school and a color film 
processing lab. It offers daily dive char- 
ters. Two large vans and a high speed 
boat stand ready to take visitors to a vari- 
ety of fascinating dive sites. 

Island Dive Services was started four 
years ago by Rick and Jane Belmare, two 
Canadians who spent several years 
working on Grand Cayman. Both Rick 
and Jane are certified NAUI instructors 
and active dive guides. 








The couple operates three dive centers 
(Mendana, Tambea, Anuha) with the 
Mendana Hotel shop as their headquar- 
ters. They have four air compressors, 
more than 50 rental tanks and three iden- 
tical dive boats. The staff consists of five 
certified instructors (NAUI and PADI) and 
seven local islanders. 

The island built, fiberglass dive boats 
are 23 feet long, with cuddy cabins. They 
are powered by twin 25 hp Tohatsu out- 
boards and cruise at 18 knots. Each boat 
can accommodate up to six divers plus a 
skipper and a divemaster. Rick and Jane 
prefer operating their dive trips with small 
groups and personalized service. 

The dive shop also maintains a com- 
plete underwater camera rental depart- 
ment featuring Nikonos cameras plus Ni- 
konos and Sea & Sea underwater 
strobes. Film processing (E-6) is done on 
a 24 hour basis. If you put the film in at 
5:00 pm one day, you get it back the 
same time the next day. 

Dive trips are conducted several times 
daily, either by van or boat. Since many 
of the shipwrecks are right up against the 
shore, beach dives are very popular. 
Guadalcanal is sort of a cross between 
the shore diving of Bonaire and the his- 
toric wrecks of Truk. 


DIVE SITES 

Diving off Guadalcanal is like stepping 
back into history. Memories and thoughts 
of World War || are awakened as you 
cruise over these undersea memorials. 
The difference between Guadalcanal and 
Truk is that 50 percent of the Guadalca- 
nal wrecks are American. 

The inventory of wrecks Is incredible. 
There are airplanes, troop transports, 
Submarines, assault barges and war- 
ships. Diving depths range from 10 to 
140 feet. The name Iron Bottom Sound is 
most appropriate; the ocean floor is liter- 
ally paved with wreckage. 

Another significant factor that distin- 
guishes the Guadalcanal wrecks from 
others is the awesome array of marine 
life. These wrecks are virtually dripping 
with gorgonian fans, soft corals, hard 
corals and exotic marine creatures. Great 
clouds of Indo-Pacific fish swarm over the 
wrecks, at times obliterating their profiles. 
These wrecks have become fantastic arti- 
ficial reefs. 


WRECKS 

The Bonegi | is one of the most popular 
wreck dives on the Guadalcanal coast. It 
is one of three Japanese attack troop 
transports that was bombed and sunk in 
the vicinity of the Bonegi River. This is a 
huge vessel and could very well be the 
Hirokawa Maru, a 6,860 ton transport 
measuring 508 feet in length. She was 
caught in a heavy bombing and torpedo 
attack on November 14, 1942 and delib- 
erately run aground for the emergency 
off-loading of Japanese troops and sup- 





plies. The bow of the wreck lies up 
against shore in 15 feet of water and the 
hull slopes downward 180 feet. 


The Bonegi | is a fascinating collection 
of war relics and bizarre marine life. A 
large green turtle named Tommy is one 
of the wreck’s friendly residents and of- 
ten swims with divers. The ship is inhabit- 
ed by colorful lionfish, brilliantly decorat- 
ed sweetlips and hundreds of other fish. 
In the shallow areas of the bow, one still 
sees evidence of machine gun bullets, 
bombs, shell casings and other ammo 
supplies. Much of it is harmless because 
it exploded in the ship’s fire. 


A short distance farther west lies the 
wreck of the Bonegi Il, a slightly smaller 
troop transport. Its real name is the Kinu- 
gawa Maru and it is a 7,500 ton vessel 
436 feet in length. Part of this structure is 
above water and up against the shore. 
Beneath the surface lies a fabulous gar- 
den of corals, fans and marine life. 

Still farther west is the Ruiniu, another 
beached Japanese transport. This ship 
sits upright on a steep slope with diving 
depths ranging from 20 to 160 feet. The 
wreck is believed to be either the 
Yamaura Maru or the Yamazuki Maru, 
both 6,000 ton vessels 460 feet in length. 
This wreck is a favorite for photographers 
as the dive guides have tamed the fish 
with repeated handfeedings. 

Some 40 minutes by boat from the 
Mendana Hotel is the B-17 Bomber, the 
wreck of a Boeing B-17 Flying Fortress. 
This four engine aircraft was originally 
armed with nine 50 caliber machine 
guns. The plane lies on a sandy bottom 
in 50 feet of water and is covered with a 
beautiful array of soft corals. The ma- 
chine guns on the top turret are still intact 
and divers can sit in the cockpit. 

The /-123 submarine is the wreck of a 
330 foot Japanese I-boat class subma- 





rine, used for the evacuation of Japanese 
troops from Guadalcanal. This wreck is 
near Visale, about 27 miles from Honiara. 
The sub sits 400 yards from shore, on the 
edge of a coral reef: Diving depths range 
from 10 to 90 feet. The wreck is only five 
minutes from the Tambea Village Resort, 
headquarters for one of the Island Dive 
Services shops. 

Less than 200 yards from the Mendana 
Hotel there is a Grumman F4F Wildcat 
fighter plane. It is upside down in 20 feet 
of water and an excellent choice for a 
second or third dive of the day. This site 
offers an excellent combination of war ar- 
tifacts and marine life, including a rare 
blue moray eel. 

The Solsea is the offshore wreck of a 
110 foot steel island trader. It is a five

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any diving legends start out, ‘way 

back in ’56”’ or, even worse, de- 
scribe the way things were 20 years ago. 
This one’s better—or worse—depending 
on your view. We're going to start way 
back in 1941—45 years ago! 

To get this story, | had to track a quiet 
legend to Marsh Harbour, a small, quiet 
town on Great Abaco Island in the Baha- 
mas. After a landing at a comfortable air- 
Strip and a short taxi ride to the Great Ab- 
aco Beach Hotel, we asked at the front 
desk if anyone knew Captain Skeet La- 
Chance. After being politely told that 
“everyone” knew Skeet, we asked how 
we might find him. ‘‘That’s OK,”’ our infor- 
mant said, ‘he knows you’re here.”’ 

One minute later, Skeet drove up and 
introduced himself. Knowing | was in the 
presence of a legend, | expected that 
Stories about 45 years of diving adven- 
tures would begin immediately. Instead, 
Skeet’s main concern was, ‘‘How soon 
would you like to go diving, before or 
right after lunch?’’ Before long we found 
ourselves at Skeet’s dive shop and then 
we were escorted aboard Dive Abaco’s 
custom built 30 foot Michael Lee. Even a 
casual glance around this dive boat will 
show you LaChance knows what he’s do- 
ing: the walk-through transom for easy 
access, excellent ladders and wide dive 
platform are just the beginning. Tanks are 
stowed on the side for easy access and 
there’s even a ‘“‘Skeet LaChance Spe- 
cial,’’ a stainless steel ‘‘help-you-on.”’ 
This is a simple device that holds your 
tank at the right height for you when 
you re standing up. After a crew member 
puts the tank in it, all you do is buckle a 
Strap or two and step right off the boat. | 
was Starting to understand how Skeet 
has used his experience to make diving 
with him easy. 

On the ride out, | was still waiting for 
the war stories to start. But, Skeet was 
too busy making sure he knew every- 
body. He asked all of us when we had 
been diving last (the real truth, please) 
and just what we were looking for on our 
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dive. Our first stop was the Tunnels, one 
of the many shallow (30 feet) sites that 
characterize much of Abaco diving. Per- 
fect for novices and photographers, Tun- 
nels is a maze of overhangs, caverns and 
swim-through tunnels. LaChance is a re- 
laxed divemaster. If you want help and at- 
tention, he'll be right there. If you want to 
be alone, he’s just a shadow U/W. 

We were also introduced to a Dive Ab- 
aco specialty: excellent communication 
and interaction with marine life. Groupers 
(who allow Skeet to hold them in his 
hands), eels and just about anything else 
in the ocean seems to respond to this 
unique divemaster. A word of caution to 
hardcore divers: Dive Abaco is designed 
and geared to novices and intermediates 
and to the underwater photographer who 
wants long bottom times with excellent 
fish interaction. Although dives to more 
than 27 sites are regularly scheduled, 
and a few of them are in the 85 foot 
range, the hardcore wall, wreck or deep 
diver would enjoy a steady diet of these 
types of sites elsewhere. 

After shooting a couple rolls of film at 
the Tunnels, | returned to the boat, sure 
I'd get my war stories now. But, Skeet 
was too busy asking the other divers if 
they had had a good time. We moved to 
the next site, Cathedral. Here we found 
excellent caverns and good fish life, with 
schools of small fry creating silver back- 
grounds for most of my photos. Again, 
following the leader is the name of the 
game. Just tell Skeet what you'd like to 
see and if it’s there, you'll see it. 

On the way home, we talked about the 
dives and what we'd do the next day. 
There was a discussion of diving in the 
Abacos and about how everyone's vaca- 
tion and diving were going. | got pointers 
about restaurants, things to see and do, 
but still no war stories. Frustrated, | asked 
Skeet to dinner. Finally, | got the story. 
Skeet LaChance started diving military- 
style, back in 1941. Skeet had a dive 
store in Evanston, Illinois in 1957, one of 
maybe 50 in the entire country. In 1962, 
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when dive travel was in Its infancy, Skeet 
became captain of the Highlander IV, one 
of the first live-aboard dive boats. Skeet 
and Highlander explored the Bahamas 
until 1979, charting new areas to dive 
and welcoming back diving friends year 
after year. LaChance meant to retire in 
1979 and moved to Abaco, but a couple 
of friends stopped by and wanted to go 
diving. Soon there was a big dive boat. 
Today his friends, old and new, still stop 
by to go diving. 

If you'd like a definition of a quiet leg- 
end, It's someone who'd rather talk about 
your next dive than his last one. If you’d 
like to experience a quiet legend, contact

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H: is aman who enjoys taking chanc- 
es. It was this element of Michael 
Herko’s character that, more than three 
years ago, helped him decide to turn a 
passion for diving and underwater pho- 
tography into a career rather than a part 
time hobby. He sold or gave away most 
of his furniture and, with camera equip- 
ment and diving gear in tow, left the noise 
of subways and buses in his hometown 
of Brooklyn, New York and moved to the 
white sand and clear water of St. Croix, 
USVI. His gamble paid off because Herko 
has since had his photos published in 
several skin diving publications. 

Yet, this is not the story of Michael Her- 
ko’s life in the Caribbean, but rather of a 
unique opportunity that came his way. 
While on a diving excursion in California 
about one year ago, Herko was thumbing

through a local newspaper and came 
across an advertisement that caught his 
eye. It occupied a full page: The top dis- 
played a picture of famed treasure hunter 
Mel Fisher holding a gold chain. In bold 
letters the advertisement read that a tele- 
vision film about Fisher’s adventures 
called Dreams of Gold: The Mel Fisher 
Story would be shooting principal pho- 
tography in St. Croix. 

Herko realized he was just a 15 minute 
drive from the address given at the bot- 
tom of the ad and, after quickly putting to- 
gether a resume, dashed over and 
dropped it off. The next day the producer 
of the film phoned him. During that con- 
versation and others Herko was hired as 
a dive consultant. His initial duties would 
be to scout locations around the island, 
and to be dive instructor for the cast that 
included Cliff Robertson in the role of Mel 
Fisher and Loretta Swit as his wife, Deo. 

Before continuing, a brief synopsis of 
Mel Fisher's story and the focus of the 
film, (it is supposed to air on CBS this 
month) would be in order. In 1622, the 
Spanish galleon Nuestra Senora de Ato- 
cha sank near the Marquesas Keys. Her 
Cargo was rumored to contain a fortune 
in gold and silver. In 1969 Fisher began 
his search for the galleon and her treas- 
ure. This would become a 16 year adven- 
ture, during which his son, Dirk and 
daughter-in-law Angel, would die. As if 
these tragedies were not enough he 
would also be ensnared in a web of litiga- 
tion and investigation with both the IRS 
and the SEC. Fisher did indeed find his 
treasure, but his is a story of how one 
man’s dreams of gold turned into a real 
life nightmare. 

Of course, it is a story almost tailor 
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made for Hollywood. Herko says of the 
Fisher tale, ‘“‘It's the traditional rags to 
riches story. Its like Rocky only this is 
true. It really happened.’’ Because of the 
inherent reality of the story, authenticity in 
its telling was of paramount importance. 
This was especially true in regard to the 
early years of Fisher’s saga. In the 1960s 
the gear that Fisher and his crew used 
was archaic compared to what exists to- 
day, and the production company tried to 
accurately recreate that era. To illustrate 
the danger in scuba diving that existed in 
the early ’60s—more so than today—Her- 
ko pointed out that divers back then did 
not have buoyancy compensators. 
Another piece of equipment not common- 
ly used when Fisher began his search 
was the submersible pressure gauge. 

Herko relates the use of older equip- 
ment did not endanger the cast in any 
way, because every safety precaution 
was taken. In his role as dive instructor 
he used only contemporary equipment 
and, as a further prevention against mis- 
hap, insisted the cast be trained in the 
area the film would be shot, on the lee- 
ward side of the island near the town of 
Frederiksted. Here the water is calm, ex- 
tremely clear, warm and shallow. 

The diving class Herko conducted was 
a star studded one. Not only did it include 
Cliff Robertson and Loretta Swit, but also 
William Zabka, the young villain in Karate 
Kid and Bob Hoskins, who played a 
gangster in Cotton Club. Herko especially 
liked Hoskins because he felt the British 
actor ‘had a bit of Brooklyn about him,”’ 
but his best pupil, and favorite, was 
Loretta Swit. “She learned the basic div- 
ing skills very quickly and was comfort- 
able with it in no time.’’ Herko adds the 


former Mash star also became a friend 
and they still Keep in touch. 

After his role as dive instructor was 
completed Herko became involved in 
other areas of the production as well. 
One such instance occurred during the 
filming of the scene in which Mel’s son, 
Dirk, and his young wife, Angel, are 
killed. In real life the couple drowned 
when the tugboat they manned, while 
searching for the wreck of the Atocha, 
capsized during the night as they slept. 
They awoke in a submerged cabin with 
little chance of escaping. Such an inci- 
dent would be difficult to recreate. 
Spurred by a desire not to have art imi- 
tate life too closely, Herko came up with 
the plan that was subsequently used. 
Herko suggested an artificial hull be built 
by the carpenters and welders on the set. 
He then had this dummy hull lowered up- 
side down and onto the ample flotation 
available, such as rafts that were used in 
other scenes. When his unsightly creation 
was placed in the water it indeed ap- 
peared to be a sinking tugboat, but it 
could float indefinitely. Says Herko, ‘‘This 
allowed them to shoot all night or play 
with lighting and angles if they wished.” 

Another occasion in which Herko was 
allowed some input happened during the 
construction of the ‘gold set.’’ This would 
be used for the scene when Fisher and 
his crew finally locate the mother lode. It 
required a huge amount of gold, and of 
course it would be too costly and danger- 
ous to use the real thing. So, substitute 
wooden bars colored with durable gold 
paint were made. When Herko first saw 
them he was afraid they would float and 
a quick test proved him correct. Recalls 
Herko, “We spent the next few hours 
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banging nails into the wooden bars and 
coating the bottoms with lead so they 
would sink.’’ He then adds with a smile 
on his face, ‘If Mel Fisher had come 
across this stuff in real life he would have 
just swum by.” This is an exaggeration 
because as one can see in the accompa- 
nying photographs the end result was 
quite realistic. 

Overall, Herko’s first exposure to Holly- 
wood was a pleasurable one, and some- 
thing he will not soon forget. The greatest 
aspect of the whole experience, he feels, 
was the opportunity to get to know some 
celebrities. As mentioned earlier Loretta 
Swit became a good friend, and his im- 
mediate boss, (and marine coordinator 
on the film), was a man named Luke Hal- 
pern. To those who don't recognize the

name, he portrayed the elder son on the 
television show Flipper. 

But, the greatest thrill for him was the 
chance to meet and work with a personal 
hero, Mel Fisher, who was on the set 
throughout the shooting. Herko recalls 
when he first met him many photogra- 
phers were around taking publicity shots. 
Fisher, who is the consummate show- 
man, quite dramatically let Herko hold his 
trademark gold chain. This is the same 
chain the treasure hunter held in the aa- 
vertisement Herko read in California, and 
is also one of the first items found among 
the wreckage of the Atocha. \t is worth 
thousands of dollars. 

Fisher told Herko to hold out his hand, 
and then, link by link, began to lower the 
chain onto Herko’s palm. Herko recalls 
that his hand soon began to drop from its 
weight. ‘It must have weighed 10 or 12 
pounds, and all | could think of was the 
fact it was pure, solid gold.’’ Then, just 
when the chain was entirely in his hand, 
Fisher suddenly yanked it away. Perhaps 
Fisher’s intention was to illustrate for Her- 
ko the elusiveness of wealth. There is one 
thing Herko already seems to know, and 
a bit of knowledge he and Fisher seem to 
share: It is that success is not acquired 
until a chance is taken. > 
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he is beautiful, sophisticated,

Soon Bob, Jim and | were soaring 
above the spectacular wall. Curving into 
the depths, the wall is like a natural Lean- 
ing Tower of Pisa. The majesty of this 
dive reminded me of the famous reefs of 
the Red Sea, Coral Sea and the Philip- 
pines, but the flora and fauna here imme- 
diately brought me back to the Caribbe- 
an. The 200 foot plus visibility and cerule- 
an blue, 80°F water was very magnetic. 
| followed Bill, who led us into a tunnel 
wide enough for each of us to float 
through freely. As we descended through 
the tunnel we passed large openings 
lined with vibrantly colored purple, red 
and yellow seafans. At 140 feet we came 


upon a sandy patch that led us into the 
open sea. Here we compared our Edge 
readings and decided to begin our as- 
cent. | stopped at 60 feet, positioning my- 
self to photograph a seascape looking up 
through a foreground filled with bouquets 
of bright yellow and deep red sponges, 
framed by Bill's silhouette and the emerg- 
ing sun. Suddenly, a shadow filled my 
viewfinder, | lowered my camera to be- 
hold eight eagle rays elegantly sailing by 
in perfect formation. 

Nearing the top of the wall (at about 30 
feet), | spotted many groupers, including 
tigers, blacks, reds and coneys, being at- 
tended by gobies at their cleaning sta- 
tions. Honeycombed and scrolled cow- 
fish, spotted drums, French, gray and 
queen angels were everywhere—all so 
tame, they filled the viewfinder of my 
























camera. At 20 feet, among the sculptured 
colonies of various corals, | peeked be- 
tween some of the seafans to photograph 
hundreds of blue striped, white and 
Spanish grunts. 

Holding onto the dive platform our ex- 
citement exploded; we were all talking at 
the same time, trying in one breath to 
share all the things that had delighted us. 
Terri, the divemaster, stood by. ‘‘Can | 
help you with your gear?’’ he asked. His 
firm and reliable hands gently transferred 
Our cameras to the freshwater bath. He 
and Winston helped us slip off our tanks 
and immediately placed them in the rack 
(attached to the dive platform) and con- 
nected the high pressure air hoses. In 
four minutes the tanks were filled to 
3,000 psi. Although the tanks were ready 
to go again, we happily looked forward to 
our breakfast. Terri suggested a freshwa- 
ter shower—conveniently located on the 
dive platform—before going onboard. 
With a water maker capable of supplying 
us with 600 gallons per day of fresh wa- 
ter, we could always feel refreshed. 

What else could possibly top a great 
dive and such personal service? A great 
cook! As we entered the dining room, the 
smell of freshly baked muffins, frying ba- 
con and eggs cooked to order greeted 
our nostrils. We were in diver’s heaven. 

Yes, my friends, this is not some div- 
er's wishful dream, this trip really hap- 
pened. On the third Sunday in May | was 
in Miami International Airport waiting to 
board a Cayman Airways flight to Cay- 
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man Brac. Fourteen guests ¢ 
joined me there.

In response, 
one of the women going to Little Cayman 
explained La Mer’s new program aboard 
the Little Cayman Diver. ‘‘Tonight we fly 
with you to Grand Cayman, but then we 
have a 15 minute continuing flight to Cay- 
man Brac where we board our floating 
dive resort. Tomorrow we'll begin our ad- 
venture, diving around Little Cayman for 
the next six days.”’ 

Denise and Capt. Winston McDermot, 
the owners of the Little Cayman Diver, 
were at the Cayman Brac Airport to greet 
us and transport us to the distinguished, 
sparkling vessel. As we boarded, the din- 
ing room door opened and the most im- 
portant crew member appeared. It was 
Dianne, the cook, inviting us in for a re- 
freshing drink and assorted fresh fruit. It 
was a thoughtful gesture welcomed by 
everyone. We were now ready for the 
skipper to begin his orientation. 

The McDermots have operated the 
Brac Aquatics Center at the Brac Reef

Con- 
tinuing forward onto the bow there is 15 
feet of space leading to a five foot bow- 
sprit. This is a perfect area for enjoying 
sunrises and sunsets and watching dol- 
phins playing alongside the bow. 

There are eight cabins on the Little 
Cayman Diver. All are below deck. Four 
are forward and four aft. All have port- 
holes, an upper single and a lower dou- 
ble bed, eight feet long. Each cabin is air- 
conditioned with individual controls, its 
own vanity with sink and a clothes hang- 
ing closet. There is a shower and head 
between each adjoining two cabins. 

Little Cayman Diver travels from Cay- 
man Brac to the best of Little Cayman’s 
reefs every Sunday in 90 minutes.

more traditional scenario includes the 
first night in the hotel to unwind and pre- 
pare for the next day’s departure aboard 
a charter yacht. Once aboard the charter 
vessel, diving services can include pro- 
viding tanks and rental scuba equipment 
or permitting members of the charter 
group to rendezvous with the dive boat. 
This latter option takes advantage of the 
superior knowledge of the best diving 
sites possessed by the Underwater Safa- 
ris staff, as well as the convenience fac- 
tors built into their custom dive boats. 

Mako is a 42 foot Thomas deep-V dive 
boat equipped with an 8-71 Detroit die- 
sel, walk-through transom, dive platform 
with extended ladder, tank racks and 
even a camera boom designed by the 
boat's former owner, cinematographer 
Jordan Klein. The Rendezvous // is a 30 
foot Island Hopper similarly equipped for 
diver comfort.

minute ride by dive boat. This is one of 
the few non-WW ll wrecks, it sank in 
1980. The ship is completely intact, sit- 
ting upright on the side of a steep slope. 

In addition to the wrecks described, 
there are dozens of landing barges, 
jeeps, tanks and other wreckage lying 
just off the beach on coastline between 
Lungi and Tassafaronga Points. 


ISLAND SIGHTSEEING 
The above water sightseeing opportu- 
nities on Guadalcanal are a fascinating 
supplement to the wreck dives. There is 
stilt much evidence of World War II. 
Out toward Tassafaronga Point there is

together not only at their base but also 
along their entire lateral surface. This per- 
mits the molars to function essentially as 
a single tooth rather than as individuals. 
This also strengthens the teeth and pre- 
vents fragments of shells from wedging 
among them. The molars are useless 
against soft bodied prey that must be torn 
apart rather than crushed. The conical

teeth permit the wolffish to tear soft prey, 
such as Starfish, into pieces. Wolffish 
crush the shells of their prey, but do not 
grind them. Fragments of shells of mol- 
lusks, Sea urchins and crustaceans found 
in the intestines are usually very large. 
Wolffish differ from the majority of other 
bony fish in that the teeth of the wolffish 
are replaced regularly and almost simul- 
taneously. Simultaneous replacement of 
all teeth rather than intermittent replace- 
ment of individual teeth is necessary: 
With a diet of hard shelled prey, these 
teeth experience greater pressure on the 
roots and therefore the danger of injury to 
new teeth would be greater if they were 
replaced irregularly. After old teeth drop 
out, new teeth begin to grow rapidly. Dur- 
ing the six to seven week period of tooth 
replacement, the wolffish lives only on 
light foods, such as small fish and 
shrimp, until the new teeth become 
strong enough to permit the wolffish to 
again feed on hard shelled prey. The new 
teeth are initially pink, but gradually lose 
this coloration and become yellowish. 
One can't help but wonder how the 
wolffish can continually dine on such 
‘‘delicacies’’ as sharp spined sea urchins 
and not have terminal indigestion. How- 
ever, the digestive system of the wolffish, 
like its teeth, is highly specialized and 
protects the animal from injury. The di- 
gestive system contains cells that secrete

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large amounts of mucus, thereby protect- 
ing the inner lining of the intestine. The di- 
gestive system also contains glands that 
secrete hydrochloric acid into the stom- 
ach, thereby dissolving, at least partially, 
the shells of devoured prey. The stomach 
has such an incredible stretching capac- 
ity that the contents can weigh up to 20 
percent of the wolffish’s entire weight. 

The wolffish spawns during winter 
months and its white eggs are among the 
largest fish eggs in the world, reaching 4- 
5mm (3/16 inch) in diameter. The eggs 
are usually deposited in rocky caves or 
crevices and are guarded by both the 
male and female until they hatch. Juvenile 
wolffish are more streamlined than the 
adults and unlike the primarily gray and 
brown coloration of the parents, young 
wolffish have exquisite orange, gold and 
black markings. 

| made my first acquaintance with an 
adult Pacific wolf eel while exploring rock 
ledges at a depth of 60 feet in the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca—the waterway connect- 
ing Puget Sound with the Pacific Ocean. 
At that depth the strait is dark, but suffi- 
cient light penetrates to render dive lights 
unnecessary. Just barely within the limits 
of visibility | could discern the lair of some 
unknown creature made obvious by the 
broken clam and crab shells littered 
about. My first thought was that | had dis- 
covered the home of a large octopus 
common in these waters. When | peered 
into the lair, however, | came face to face 
with a very large adult male wolf eel, 
complete with a full set of dentures. He 
backed farther into his lair. | then placed 
a red sea urchin at the entrance. After a 
few minutes the wolf eel reappeared and 
immediately took a bite of the urchin, 
spines and all. | spent the rest of the dive 
photographing this incredible animal. 

Several years later | returned to the site 
and to my surprise the lair was again oc- 
cupied by a large male wolf eel. Could 
this possibly be the same fish? | offered 
a red urchin as | had done years earlier, 
but this time | decided to attemp to hand- 
feed the animal. The wolf eel approached 
slowly and finally took the offering from 
my hand. It was at this point that | be- 
came convinced | could safely touch the 
wolf eel with little danger of being bitten, 
provided | approached slowly. | gradually 
moved forward with an outstretched arm 
and began to stroke the creature on the 
top and side of its head and, later, under 
its chin. The wolf eel made no aggressive 
moves. Was this docile behavior typical 
of all wolf eels or had | encountered a 
particularly friendly, nonaggressive or 
sick animal? | could not be certain. In my 
opinion, however, the wolffish, like the 
octopus and the moray eel, has acquired 
an undeserved reputation as a danger- 
ous and repulsive denizen of the deep. In 
fact, the wolffish is a shy and fascinating 
inhabitant of the northern oceans, espe- 
cially adapted to its environment and de- 
serving of man’s benign curiosity, not 
man’s disdain. >

Australia’s Amazing Cod Hole

ustralian divers call it a potato cod, 
Americans would describe it as a gi- 
ant grouper. The scientific name is 
Epinephelus tukula. This marvelous fish 
is a fairly rare creature, seldom men- 
tioned in marine books and basically shy. 
lf you ever encounter one, the potato 
cod is very easy to identify. First, it is 
enormous, weighing 75 to 250 pounds 
and measuring three to five feet in length. 
Despite its large size, it glides through the 
water like a submerged dirigible. The skin 
of the potato cod is grayish white with

large uneven splotches of black. The 
head of this great fish possesses the 
classic grouper profile. 

The habitat of the potato cod ranges 
from the South Pacific to the Indian 
Ocean. These fish seem to favor coral 
barrier reefs, drop-offs and coral passes. 
A chance encounter with one of these 
magnificent creatures would be thrill 
enough but on Australia’s Great Barrier 
Reef you can meet an entire family! 

The Cod Hole is a one-of-a-kind phe- 


Scheherazade 
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nomenon known only to exist at a small, 
obscure location on the northern end of 
the Great Barrier Reef. This spot is at the 
top end of the Ribbons Reefs, 130 miles 
north of Cairns. It is here at Cormorant 
Pass, at a depth of 50 feet, that a miracle 
has occurred. A family of some 17 potato 
cod inhabits the reef and has befriended 
visiting divers. As friendly as puppy dogs, 
these impressive creatures happily greet 
descending scuba divers and line up for 
a fish feeding session. 

The lead diver usually swims casually 
down to a high coral head, seating him- 
self on top for a clear view of the reef. 
Visibility ranges from 50 to 100 feet and 
one can see large dark shadows begin- 
ning to congregate immediately. The lead 
diver brings with him a two gallon metal 
bucket filled with large chunks of fish bait. 
The first offering is like the sound of a din- 
ner bell and the big fish begin to close in.

The offering is accepted and fist sized 
chunks of fish are gulped down like pop- 
corn. A hefty 140 pound cod will level off 
directly in front of the fish feeder and 
stare into his facemask just six inches 
away. It will hang there like the Goodyear 
blimp while waiting for another handout. 

Despite their mammoth size, these 
creatures are amazingly graceful. They 
circle around the fish feeder in tight turns, 
roll over on their sides and sometimes 
stand on their heads in an effort to attract 
the feeder’s attention. They have ex- 
tremely gentle dispositions and very pa- 
tiently wait for the diver to dole out por- 
tions of the food. Occasionally the big fish 
will playfully nudge and push each other 
and compete for the food, but there is 
never any fighting among them. 





The Cod Hole is in the Great Barrier Reef, 
at the top of the Ribbons Reefs, 130 miles 
north of Cairns, near Cormorant Pass. 
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Lizard Island’s Volare 


The Cod Hole was first discovered by 
Ron and Valerie Taylor in the summer of 
1973. It was an accidental encounter but 
the Taylors immediately recognized the 
significance of their discovery, as they 
had previously encountered a family of 
potato cod off the island of Europea in the 
Indian Ocean. 

The location of the Cod Hole was kept 
secret for many years for fear these 
friendly fish would be destroyed by line 
and spear fishermen. Eventually, the Cod 
Hole was discovered by other divers and 
fishermen and by the early 1980s these 
marvelous creatures were in jeopardy of 
being completely wiped out. A few of the 
great fish had already been caught by 
line or speared. 

The Taylors were diligent in their efforts 
to convince the government to protect 
these vulnerable creatures. Finally, the 
Great Barrier Reef Marine Park Authority 
proclaimed Cormorant Pass a National

The Cod Hole, in the Ribbons Reefs, 
is one of the most incredible dive 
sites in the entire Great Barrier 
Reef. Here, huge groupers (called 
potato cod by Australians) have 
become accustomed to handfeeding 
by divers. Weighing up to 160 
pounds, these fish are so gentle 
they can be hugged and petted. 
Often, several of these giants will 
congregate with divers, hamming it 
up and making fantastic photo 
subjects. The Queensland 
government has declared the Cod 
Hole a marine park, thus protecting 
these magnificent creatures. 
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ome resort destinations offer great 
diving vacations. Others offer great 
all-around vacations. Maui offers both. 
And, for divers who are looking for per- 
sonal attention and service, Lahaina Div- 
ers provides the best Maui has to offer. 

Maui’s Central Pacific location is easy 
to get to from most of the United States 
and Canada. Several airlines offer direct 
flights to Honolulu from cities such as An- 
chorage, Vancouver, Seattle, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Chicago and Dallas. 
From there it is just a short hop to Maui 
on any one of three local Hawaiian air- 
lines. In addition, United offers daily non- 
stop service to Maui from Los Angeles. 

Visitors to Maui can enjoy great shop- 
ping, tennis, golf, virtually every water 
sport imaginable and several unique ac- 
tivities, such as watching the sunrise over 
the moon-like crater of Haleakala volcano 
or riding a bike down its 10,000 foot high 
slopes. For divers, however, Maui's 
greatest attraction lies beneath the sur- 
face of the surrounding waters. 

Hawaiian waters are exceptionally 
clear. Visibility in excess of 100 feet is 
common, as are soft and hard corals and 
colorful tropical fish. Added to this are the 
unique formations that occur when mol- 
ten lava cascades into the much cooler 
ocean. The formations include conduit- 
like tubes and cathedral-like domes. 

The west side of Maui features several 
shallow, inshore reefs. The best diving, 
however, can be found on the neighbor- 
ing islands of Molokai and Lanai and at 
the crater of the nearly-submerged volca- 
no, Molokini. Visiting these islands in 
comfort—and in a reasonable amount of 
time—requires the use of fast, modern 
dive boats. This is why thousands of visit- 
ing divers each year choose to dive with 
Lahaina Divers. 

Lahaina Divers’ star attractions are its 
two boats, the 43 foot Reliant and the 31 
foot Nomad. Both were specially built for 
diving in Hawaiian waters and both are 
regarded as the fastest boats currently 
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Lahaina Divers’ Reliant can reach the best 
dive sites in less than an hour. U/W activi- 
ties may include an octopus encounter. 
The shop is on Front Street in Lahaina.

the bow or the stern. Photo equipment 
can rest safely inside on a specially pad- 
ded camera table. Because they are pho- 
to buffs themselves, the crew members 
are particularly sensitive to the needs of 
underwater photographers. 

Diving from the Reliant is exceptionally 
convenient. The crew helps each diver 
with equipment assembly and suiting up. 
Entries and exits are easy through the 
eight foot wide swim door and dive plat- 
form. At the end of each dive, crew mem- 
bers help divers out of the water and their 
equipment. There is a freshwater rinse 
barrel available for equipment and a 
freshwater shower and head for divers. 

The Nomad is similar to the Reliant in 
almost every respect. In keeping with her 
smaller size, she can take up to ten div- 
ers with the same degree of comfort as 
her larger sister. 

The boats make two tank inter-island 
dives each morning and two tank local 
dives each afternoon. Inter-island and lo- 
cal snorkeling trips are available for inter- 
ested nondivers. 

The most popular destination for morn- 
ing inter-island dives is Molokini crater. 
Off the southern tip of Maui, it is still only 
an hour away, thanks to the boats’ 20 
knot cruising speed. Along the way, the 
boats cross the deep water channel that 
separates the islands. From December 
through April, this is used by migrating 
humpback whales. It is not unusual to see 
these magnificent creatures during chan- 
nel crossings or to hear their beautiful 
songs underwater. 

Like most of the volcanoes that formed 
its neighboring islands, Molokini was 
once active. Today, only a crescent 
shaped portion of its tip remains above 
water. Inside the crater, divers can find 
shallow reefs and an abundance of color- 
ful fish and other aquatic life. Outside the 
crater are steep drop-offs and much larg- 
er underwater creatures. Depending on 
the conditions and experience level of 
their guests, the crew is happy to visit 
and dive either portion of the crater. 

When conditions are not optimal for 
visiting Molokini, or when guests express 
a desire to experience something differ- 
ent, the boats will head for a different is- 
land—usually the south coast of Lanai. 
This portion of Lanai features spectacular 
lava formations, such as the house-sized 
domes of the first and second Cathe-

drals. At most dive sites, the crew allows 
divers to either accompany the divemas- 
ter or pair off with an experienced buddy. 

Most inter-island trips return to Lahaina 
by 12:30 pm, allowing divers to take part 
in one of the two tank local dives that go 
out each afternoon. These trips take div- 
ers to the close-in, shallow reefs near La- 
haina and provide a good opportunity for 
nondivers to take part in snorkeling or an 
introductory scuba course. 

All trips originate from Lahaina Divers’ 
main location on Front Street.

Underwater Park. The great fish are now 
totally protected by law and enjoyed by 
hundreds of divers every year. 

The Cod Hole is regularly visited by a 
number of live-aboard dive boats out of 
Cairns such as Reef Explorer, Auriga Bay 
and the Scheherazade. It is regarded as 
the high point of just about every cruise 
along the northern Great Barrier Reef and 
Coral Sea atolls. In addition, the Cod 
Hole is visited several times weekly by 
the new dive boat at Lizard Island. Lizard 
Island Resort is only ten miles west of the 
Cod Hole. 

The popularity of the Cod Hole has in- 
creased considerably since Qantas es- 
tablished direct flights into Cairns Interna- 
tional Airport.

MARITIME MUSEUM 
IN CAYMAN 


A Museum of Maritime History and 
Sunken Treasure on the waterfront in 
George Town, Grand Cayman, BWI, is 
scheduled to open next month. The 2,000 
square foot, two story museum is the 
brainchild of Captain Herbert Hum- 
phreys, Jr., owner of the local Holiday 
Inn, and Kem Jackson, chief engineer of 
Marine Archaeological Research, a com- 
pany that has been collecting Caribbean 
marine artifacts for years. 

Architects for the project are Chalmers, 
Gibbs, Martin and Joseph of Grand Cay- 
man. The displays are being designed by 
Presentations South, Inc., the company 
that created the Pirates of the Caribbean 
at Walt Disney World in Orlando, Florida, 
plus works for the Smithsonian Institution, 
the Statue of Liberty and the U.S. Nation- 
al Park Service. 

On entering the new attraction, visitors 
will be greeted by none other than Black- 
beard himself. This robotized reproduc- 
tion of the notorious pirate will present an 
audio/visual narration explaining the mu- 
seum exhibits. The attraction will accom- 
modate 100 visitors at a time. 

The building design, along the lines of 
period Caymanian houses, will be similar 
to the old Court House just up the road 
that will be the home of the new Cayman 
Islands Museum. 

The maritime museum will house a gift 
shop that will offer maritime related sou- 
venirs to visitors. Displays will tell the 
story of the Spanish treasure fleets, the 
raids by buccaneers, Caymanian turtling 
and boat building. Hands-on displays will 
describe the history of maritime activity in 
the Caribbean from the time of Columbus

batteries. An optional rechargeable nick- 
le-cadmium battery pack is also avail- 
able. The module housing is a sturdy, in- 
jection molded glass filled polycarbon- 
ate. Including the transducer—also 
Known as an antenna—it is six inches 
high by four and three-eighths inches 
wide; it weighs just less than two pounds 
in air with batteries installed. The elec- 
tronics module’s two parts are sealed 
with an O-ring and held together by two 
Stainless steel clamps. To prepare the 
module for use, insert fresh batteries, 
then clean the O-ring and lightly lubricate 
it with silicone grease. Clean the O-ring

groove with a cotton tipped swab and put 
the unit back together. 

The electronics are in the top part of 
the housing, sealed in potting compound. 
Although this is unlikely, should the moa- 
ule leak, the potting compound will pre- 
vent the electronics from getting wet. The 
batteries fit in the bottom of the module. 
An extra battery holder comes with the 
Scuba Com. The eight alkalines will pro- 
duce six to seven hours of power, ac- 
cording to Ocean Technology. 

The HM-1 Com-Mask is a silicone rub- 
ber breathing chamber that contains a 
voice transmitting microphone. It fits over 
your mouth and is worn with your regular 
mask. To use it, you must attach your 
regulator to it. First, remove the mouth- 
piece, then attach the HM-1 to the place 
the mouthpiece was and secure it with a 
tie down. Next, attach the cable from the 
electronics module to the mask. Grooves 
and notches allow this to fit only one way. 
Tighten the threaded locking ring and the 
system is operational. 

To use the Scuba Com, you place the 
electronics module on a strap (it’s got a 
clip on the back for that purpose). Put the 
mouth mask on. The split head strap 
should be high on the back of your head. 
The bone conductor earphone is a potted 
module in a rubber housing. It is a disk, 
one and one-half inches in diameter and 
three-quarters of an inch thick. You place 
it on the side of your head, with the rub- 
ber against your skin. The earphone is 
held in place by your hood or the straps 
of the HM-1 Com-Mask. Don’t put it di-

The Scuba Com is simple to operate. 
The transducer—a cone-like object— is 
on top of the electronics module. Next to 
it are two 30 inch long cables. One con- 
nects to the half mask and the other, to 
the earphone. Also on top of the module 
are three Phillips screw heads. One of 
these has a white plastic collar around it. 
Although the unit will receive as soon as 
it is submerged, when you want to trans- 
mit, you must hold your thumb over this 
screw to complete the circuit. Some ma- 
terials will not close the circuit; you may 
have modify your glove so it will work. 
One way to do this is to glue a rubber dot 
on the thumb tip.

tening to a tape of our dive later, it was 
obvious my transmissions were quite 
clear as well. Ocean Technology says the 
unit has a range of about 300 feet. This 
is assuming there is nothing between the 
units—such as a large rock or other such 
barrier—that would block transmissions. 

The Scuba Com can be used to a 
depth of 130 feet. Although any number 
of people can hear a transmission simul- 
taneously, only one person may speak at 
a time. If two people try to transmit at the 
same time, you will hear a tone that lets 
you know you are ‘‘stepping on’ some- 
one or have just been ‘‘stepped on.’ 

The Scuba Com is easy to care for, just 
rinse at the end of your diving day and let 
dry. Thorough rinsing is important, how- 
ever, to prevent corrosion that would in- 
terfere with the working of the unit. If the 
Scuba Com isn’t going to be used for a 
while, remove the batteries from the elec- 
tronics module. An Operator’s Manual 
comes with each MK-3 Scuba Com. It is 
clearly written and has diagrams of the 
components. It gives detailed information 
on how and why the unit works. There is 
a section on maintenance and one on 
trouble shooting. 

Each MK-3 Scuba Com unit—mouth 
mask, earphone and electronics mod- 
ule—sells for $299 and comes with a 90 
day warranty on parts and labor. Also 
available is a portable surface model unit 
that allows surface to diver communica- 
tions. This sells for $875. For more infor-

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OAHU WRECKS 


Oahu has two more wreck dives to of- 
fer. In May of this year, Pete Basabe, 
owner of Leeward Dive Center, located a 
discarded twin engine Beachcraft. The 14 
passenger airplane was towed by South 
Seas Aquatics and sunk near a 95 foot 
ledge along Oahu’s west coastline. 
Shortly thereafter, a smaller two seater 
Piper Cub was submerged near the 





Beachcraft by Basabe and assisting 
crew. Both aircraft rest on the sand floor 
within 50 feet of each other. The Beach- 
craft can be penetrated through the cargo 
hold up to the cockpit. Each plane has al- 
ready become inhabited with a variety of 
colorful fish. The nearby reef, known as 
Flame Wrasse Reef, provides additional 
dive exploration in shallower waters start- 
ing at 65 feet. 

Oahu offers a variety of other wreck 
dives including the Mahi, a 165 foot mine- 
sweeper in 90 feet off the island's west 
shore. The Kahala Barge lies at an 80 
foot depth along Oahu’s southern shore- 
line near Diamond Head Crater. Both 
sites are popular with wreck divers. 

The wrecks can be visited on charters 
provided by several Oahu dive shops.

Detectives 
Of Undersea 
Mysteries 


Aven treasures carried by sailing 
vessels of the 17th and 18th centu- 
ries are the quest of Marine Archaeologi- 
cal Research (MAR), an undersea explo- 
ration company dedicated to the preser- 
vation of historic artifacts hidden for hun- 
dreds of years on the ocean floor. 

Location and salvage of these treas- 
ures is directed by company president 
Herbert Humphreys, Jr., and his 12 man 
crew who, combined, have more than 
100 years of diving experience. 

Founded in 1983, Marine Archaeologi- 
cal Research is credited with the recent 
discovery of the HMS Thunderer, a Brit- 
ish warship that disappeared during a 
Caribbean hurricane in 1780. 

“This could be one of the most signifi- 
cant discoveries in the history of under- 
water archaeology,’ Humphreys said. ‘‘It 
is the largest historical shipwreck ever 
found that has remained untouched since 
the time it sank.” 

Historical documents compiled by 
MAR indicate that the HMS Thunderer 
was possibly carrying an enormous car- 
go of booty plundered from Spanish and 
French ships in the trading zones of the 
West Indies. 

According to MAR’s archaeologist, 
Daniel Koski-Karell, the ship was enroute

to England from Port Royal, Jamaica. It 
was one of several large ships lost in a 
hurricane. All 600 members of the 74 foot 
warship’s crew perished in the storm. 

Identification of the HMS /Thunderer 
was made by Koski-Karell (who previous- 
ly researched the project at the Library of 
Congress) in conjunction with information 
supplied by Dr. Eugene Lyon from the 
British Archives. 

Koski-Karell describes the work of 
MAR as similar to that of a detective. 
‘You must carefully study all the artifacts 
collected, document your work with con- 
scientious accuracy and draw logical 
conclusions based upon your research, ”’ 
he said. 

Captain Humphreys said that MAR, 
‘had just scratched the surface of our ex- 
ploration mission with this discovery. We 
recently completed negotiations for ex- 
ploration coverage with the Bahamian 
government for a large area in the South- 
ern Bahamas and also on the Caribbean 
side of Mexico.”’ 

Based on Grand Cayman in the British 
West Indies, MAR is a self-funded opera- 
tion with a net worth of more than $1 mil- 
lion. The company’s U.S. offices are in 
Memphis, Tennessee. Two vessels are 
utilized for exploration activities—the M/V 
Pelorus Jack and R/V Beacon. 

The majority of MAR expeditions in- 
volve the Beacon, a 120 foot vessel 
equipped with sophisticated remote 
sensing instruments, a bank of metal de- 
tecting devices, sonar equipment and a 
fortune of undersea retrieval capabilities. 

All artifacts recovered by MAR are 
presently in freshwater storage facilities 
in preparation for their final destination, 
the Museum of Marine Archaeology.

Housing For The 
Sony Handycam

The EWA-Marine Master Video 
Camcorder Housing is completely 
flexible. It features a flat, optical grade 
glass port, a shoulder strap and a 
rail/groove closing system. Ultra-light, it 
is hardly larger than the Sony Handycam. 


he first time | attempted underwater 
photography, it was with a 110 pock- 
et camera in a plastic food storage bag. 
The bag wrinkled in front of the lens and 
it leaked slowly. As a result, | purchased 
a plexiglass underwater camera housing 
although, at the time, | really wanted 
something less bulky. | never quite gave 
up on the plastic bag idea. 
Well, times have changed. Video cam- 
eras are the current craze, and the rapid 


advances in this field make each new 
generation of camcorder smaller than the 
last. One of the smallest and easiest to 
operate is the Sony Handycam (model 
CCD-MB8V). Utilizing tiny 8mm video cas- 
settes, it’s so light and portable you can 
carry it along in a Knapsack to the beach. 
Of course, anywhere near water you'd 
want your Handycam protected. If you're 
not ready to go the route of an expensive 
hard housing, EWA-Marine has the an- 





swer—the EWA Master Video Camcorder 
Housing. While completely flexible and 
hardly larger than the Handycam it en- 
closes, the EWA housing is much more 
than a plastic bag. 

Made in West Germany, the EWA Mas- 
ter Video Camcorder Housing (model U- 
VM) is clear, rugged, two ply PVC, con- 
toured to fit closely around the Handy- 
cam. The seams are heat welded for 
strength. It features a flat, optical grade

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glass lens port and closes by means of 
a unique stainless steel rail/groove sys- 
tem secured by three screw clamps. The 
rails have a built-in shoulder strap. 

Although the distributor of the Master 
Housing indicates it is leak proof to 100 
feet, it's designed for use at shallower 
depths. (The rating on the bag indicates 
33 feet maximum.) The reason is not that 
the housing will leak, but rather that the 
ambient pressure below that depth will 
compress the housing against the cam- 
corder and make operation of the con- 
trols difficult. Without artificial lights, tap- 
ing below this range would be of limited 
benefit anyway. 

As mentioned previously, the EWA 
housing is designed to fit closely around 
the Handycam. Consequently, you don’t 
just spread the top of the housing and 
drop the camcorder in. First, the railing is 
removed. Then the Handycam’s battery 
chamber/viewport/microphone module 
is separated from the main body. (In- 
structions for this operation are included 
with the housing, but it’s relatively sim- 
ple.) Next, the camcorder body is placed 
in the housing. Then the viewport module 
is slipped in, wiggled into positon (it takes 
a little practice) and latched back onto 
the main body. You then plug in the mi- 
crophone, make sure the camcorder's 
lens is directly behind the housing port, 
and replace the railing. The screw 
clamps on the railing automatically align 


the mouth of the housing. Once they are 
in place, just tighten them firmly and 
equally. Removing the Handycam is just 
the reverse of this process. 

The Handycam has only three controls: 
power, white balance and focus. Al-

though the white balance and focus can 
be operated through the flexible housing, 
they don't need to be. Simply preset them 
for daylight and midrange (or close-up, 
depending on water clarity, subject, etc.) 
before placing the Handycam inside the 
EWA housing. 

The power activation button is easily 
pressed from outside the flexible housing 
when you want to start taping. When you 





wish to stop, merely press it again. The 
camcorder will go into standby mode. If 
the button is not pressed again in about 
five minutes the Handycam will turn off 
completely. If it is pressed, the camcord- 
er will begin taping again. 

Topside tests revealed no loss of im- 
age quality when the Handycam was tap- 
ing from inside the housing. Sound is 
muted, but the camcorder should still 
pick up the noise of diver’s exhaled bub- 
bles. Wearing a facemask, your eye will 
be farther from the viewport than topside, 
consequently the image you will see will 
be somewhat reduced in size. This 
shouldn'tbe a problem—with the Handy- 
cam you can practically point and shoot. 

If you'd like to use your Handycam 
while diving, snorkeling, windsurfing or 
during any other activity where moisture 
or dust could be a problem, and you 
don’t want the bulk and expense of a 
hard housing, the EWA Master Video 
Camcorder Housing could be the an- 
swer. The model U-VM for the Sony Han- 
dycam CCD-M8U sells for $189. EWA- 
Marine also offers Master Housings for 
camcorders from all major manufactur- 
ers, whether 8mm, Beta or VHS. These 
range from $189 to $199 and may or may 
not have a built-in glove for control opera- 
tion.

A Gear Bag 
On Wheels

here was a time in diving's history 

when no one would have considered 
using a cart. The more tanks and gear 
you could carry, the more macho you 
were. In the past few years, diving ma- 
choism has been falling by the wayside. 
If you doubt its demise you need only wit- 
ness the loading or unloading of a dive 
boat today. At least in Southern Califor- 
nia, when this activity is at its peak park- 
ing spaces for carts are at a premium. 
“Wheelies” for your gear are the “in 
thing! And, why not? Carrying all that stuff 
was never good for your back. Besides 
that, it tired you out both in the beginning 
of your dive day and at the end. 

Taking advantage of, or perhaps start- 
ing this trend, is UDT, Inc. Two years ago 
this company began selling the Buddy 
Bag System, consisting of a gear bag, a 
rigid frame that fit inside it and a cart with 
wheels to carry the bag and frame. The 
Buddy System was so successful it in- 
spired the Buddy System Il. This has all 
the ingredients of the original, but now 
they are integrated into one unit. The 
Buddy System Il is a gear bag with a rig- 
id, PVC pipe frame that’s on wheels. The 
best news is that it costs considerably 
less than the original. You can get one for 
just $99.95. 








The Buddy System II is also smaller 
than the original. But this is still a bag that 
will hold all of your gear and still have 
room left over. There are two zippered 
pockets on the front. The envelope-type 
top one is for such things as your log 
book and dive tables. The bottom one 
can be used to isolate your silicone mask 
and snorkel from black neoprene gear 
that would discolor it. 

The main compartment of the Buddy 
system || has a double tabbed zipper that 
opens almost the entire side, allowing 
easy access to the inside. On either side 
of the bottom are mesh panels that allow 
air to circulate. 

There are adjustable straps on the 
back of the Buddy System Il so it can be 
used like a backpack. The wheels, held 
on by spring clips, can be removed so 
the bag can be checked on an airplane. 





The Buddy System II has an inner frame of 
PVC pipe. The wheels can be removed so 
it can be checked for airplane travel. 


The Buddy System II bag is made of 
Cordura nylon. It comes in black/yellow, 
navy/pink and royal blue/yellow. It has 
two nylon webbing handles on the top, 
one of which has a PVC pipe handle and 
can be used to pull the bag along behind 
you. On the bottom of the bag there are 
three pieces of PVC pipe that serve as 
resting points. Nylon D-rings and fabric 
loops at various spots on the bag allow 
items to be attached to it. 

One of the big advantages of the Buda- 
dy System Il is that its wheels are at- 
tached. Although carts are banned from 
most dive boats, this one isn’t. You can 
bring it on board, you don’t have to leave 
itin your car while you’re out on the boat. 
This puts you ahead of the game when 
the boat docks. While everyone else is 
jockeying for a cart parking space, you re 
already on you’re way with your first load!

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PAINTING 
ALUMINUM 
CYLINDERS 











the safe way

requent use of aluminum alloy cylin- 

ders in the typical diving environment 
often contributes to their developing an 
unsightly, worn paint surface. Divers may 
desire to restore their cylinders to a like- 
new finish but are hesitant to do anything 
because of the much publicized explo- 
sions several years ago, which resulted 
from heat cured, repainted aluminum 
scuba cylinders. 

Luxfer USA Limited of Riverside, Cali- 
fornia, provides information so that cau- 
tious, informed cylinder service profes- 
sionals can safely refinish aluminum cyl- 
inders. A renewed finish is not necessary 
to a cylinder’s function, but of course, it 
looks nice. It is imperative however, that 
under no circumstances should caustic, 
metal damaging paint strippers be em- 
ployed nor should paints be applied that 
are not compatible with 6351 aluminum 
alloy or require heat curing at tempera- 
tures of 300°F or higher. 


STRIPPING COMPOUNDS 
Certain paint strippers may be safely 
used on aluminum scuba cylinders. This 
chemical should be a brush applied gel 
type rather than an immersion type when 
only a few cylinders are being stripped, 
because of the large volume of stripper

needed for the latter treatment. 

Prior to using any stripper, consult the 
manufacturer’s complete specifications 
and instructions. Confirm the chemical 
you have chosen is compatible with alu- 
minum. If there is any doubt, contact the 
manufacturer for technical information 
and test the stripper on a small piece of 
scrap aluminum. 

Luxfer, in its January 1982 technical 
bulletin, lists several companies that 
manufacture acceptable gel stripping 
compounds. Cyl-Strip produced by Spatz 
Paint Company, 1601 North Broadway, 
St. Louis, MO 63102; (800) 325-2661 
and Zip Strip, produced by Star Bronze 
Company, 803 South Mahoning, Alli-

ance, OH 44601; (800) 321-9870, seem 
to be satisfactory. 

The Star Bronze Company informs me 
that Zip Strip is widely distributed 
throughout the U.S. in paint stores and 
building supply outlets. It is sold in pints, 
quarts, larger sizes and spray containers. 
The quart size Zip Strip sells for about $6. 
Cyl-Strip, on the other hand, is not widely 
distributed so may be purchased directly 
from the manufacturer for about $55 per 
five gallon container. 

Gel strippers typically are applied by 
brush, allowed to stand, and then re- 
moved by a water wash, often under high 
pressure. Clean, dry cylinders are then 
ready for paint. 


SAFE HANDLING 

Safety precautions must be observed 
to ensure the stripping chemical does not 
come in direct contact with the user. 
Methylene chloride, the active ingredient 
of many paint strippers, is caustic and 
may cause skin burns. Wear full clothing, 
protective gloves and eye shields.

at one time, used on Luxfer cylinders. 
While a number of brands may be suit- 
able, DuPont produces two that Luxfer 
considers appropriate. Both Imron, a 
polyurethane enamel, and Centari, an 
acrylic enamel, may be found at auto re- 
paint supply stores. The application and 
safety instructions should be precisely 
followed. The Imron label indicates it is 
only available to professional painters. 

Both Imron and Centari paints must be

mixed with activators just prior to use. 
Cleaning solvents and undercoats also 
are specified. Required paint spray 
equipment and operator safety apparatus 
exceed that normally available to most 
divers. Therefore, the paint application is 
not recommended for individuals. Those 
who are prepared for the work and cost 
of cylinder refurbishing should prepare 
the cylinder for painting by a professional 
automotive paint shop. Additional infor- 
mation about DuPont paint products may 
be obtained from the company by calling 
(415) 571-5567. 


HEAT CONCERNS 

The DuPont Company states that, al- 
most always, Imron is applied by automo- 
tive paint shops without artificial heat. 
Printed specifications require that forced 
heat paint curing must be done at less 
than 250°F, somewhat below the temper- 
ature limit for aluminum cylinders. How- 
ever, do not, under any circumstances, 
heat cure the paint! Instead, leave the 
painted cylinder in a clean, warm, dust 
free, well ventilated room for at least two 





days while drying. 

Jeff Bertsch, a Seattle diving instructor, 
utilized the above information to refurbish 
two cylinders. He applied Zip Strip using 
a disposable brush. All cylinder paint was 
loosened within 10 minutes. However, 
some distributor decals and old visual in- 
spection stickers required a second ap- 
plication. The cylinders were scrubbed 
with a brush and water to clean away 
Stripper, sticker plastic and paint instead 
of using a water blast, which was ex- 
pected to greatly scatter the chemical 
and paint particles. 

The cylinders were dried and lightly 
scuffed using a fine sandpaper. Prep-Sol, 
a paint thinner, was wiped over the metal

to remove particles. Twine was attached 
to each valve so the cylinder could be 
hung during the painting and drying pro- 
cess. Then the valves were protected by 
masking tape. 

Two coats of primer-sealer were ap- 
plied. With Imron paint, Bertsch used 225 
S cleaner followed by 226 S conversion 
coating. Then he applied Corlar Epoxy 
Primer, a Suitable self-etching chemical. 
After drying according to instructions, |m- 
ron was applied in two light coats by 
spray gun. One quart may have been 
enough for two additional cylinders. The 
brilliant, cherry red cylinders were hung 
to dry for a full week. 

Bertsch estimated his cost to be about 
$60 for four cylinders, excluding labor 
and non-expended equipment. 

Be warned, visual cylinder inspectors, 
especially those trained in the PSI nation- 
al Visual Cylinder Inspection Training 
Program, are alert to, and wary of, re- 
painted aluminum cylinders. The cylinder 
owner should be prepared to explain to 
the air station operator the refinishing 
method used. >#

Both 
boats are docked just steps from the dive 
shop and gear rental area, making load- 
ing and off-loading hassle free. 

Daily diver transportation to the magnif- 
icent coral reefs of the Key Largo Nation- 
al Marine Sanctuary is one area of em- 
phasis for Ocean Divers, but their pro- 
grams of continuing diver education are 
equally integral. Ocean Divers is the Flori- 
da Keys’ only PADI Five Star Instructor 
Development Center and Resort Destina- 
tion. In fact, it is one of only a few such 
facilities in the world. Instruction pro- 
grams include resort courses and open 
water certifications, as well as advanced 
and master diver, dive instructor develop- 
ment, and specialties including underwa- 
ter photography, wreck diving, night div- 
ing, equipment repair, rescue diver and 
perhaps the most popular specialty pro- 
gram, reef ecology. 

The instructor development courses 
are 14 day sessions whereby candidates 
learn how to teach scuba from an aca- 
demic and practical point of view, gain 
exposure to dive resort operations and 
receive thorough preparation for the PADI 
instructor’s evaluation (IEC). The instruc- 
tor’s program also includes an orientation 
to hyperbaric chamber operation in terms 
of diving accident management. This is 
not to imply that successful graduates 
could operate a hyperbaric chamber, for 
the emphasis is introductory at this level.

The hyperbaric and undersea medical 
training programs are offered under the 
auspices of Hyperbarics International and 
are conducted by recognized recompres- 
sion authority, Dick Rutkowski. He has 
served as the NOAA deputy diving coor- 
dinator, director of NOAA diver training, 
and director of the NOAA treatment facili- 
ty in Miami. In developing Hyperbarics In- 
ternational, he has established training 
facilities in Providenciales in the Turks 
and Caicos Islands, as well as the mod- 
ern facility at Ocean Divers. All programs 
provide education in the use of recom- 
pression chambers (multi and mono 
place) as applied to both diving and clini- 
cal medicine, with the primary emphasis 
on chamber life support systems. 

These courses provide continuing 
medical education credits and are recog- 
nized by the AMA, the Undersea Medical 
society (UMS) and the National Associa- 








tion of Diving Medical Technicians 
(NADMT). Education credits for the Na- 
tional Registry of EMTs and Nurses are 
being applied for. Perhaps of greater in- 
terest to the sport diver are the more ba- 
sic diver rescue and first aid programs. 
These are available either to groups or in- 
dividuals and demonstrate just how the 
recompression chamber actually works. 
They also provide greater insight into 
advanced diving physics and physiology. 

Services for the underwater photogra- 
pher are the province of Stephen Frink 
Photographic and have been available at 
the Ocean Divers highway location for the 
past eight years. There is a full line of un- 
derwater still cameras and strobes for 
rental or sale, daily E-6 film processing

cellent selection of underwater camera 
accessories, film and batteries. Instruc- 
tion is available in either still photography 
or underwater video and may be sched- 
uled at any time. 

The video department has significantly 
expanded over the past year and pres- 
ently includes video cameras and hous- 
ings that may be rented with or without 
Operators. The new cameras are so sim- 
ple to Operate and the results so colorful- 
ly stunning in the shallow waters of the 
Key Largo National Marine Sanctuary, 
that first-time underwater videographers 
are returning with spectacular tapes.

current survey of 1985 chamber treat- 
ments in the U.S. and Canada (including 
chambers in the Caribbean) indicates a 
similar number with 386 cases of decom- 
pression sickness and 70 cases of air 
embolism reported as of August. 

According to DAN, even the higher fig- 
ures reported in 1984 indicate a good 
safety record for diving. With an estimat- 
ed 20+ million dives made each year, 
the occurrence of bends or embolism is 
less than .003 percent per dive.

WHITE SEABASS RELEASE 
Recently, 2,000 hatchery reared, four 


month old white seabass were released 
in the waters of San Diego's Mission Bay. 
The project, sponsored by the National 
Coalition for Marine Conservation—Pacif- 
ic Region, is intended to enhance the nat- 
ural population of white seabass off the 
Southern California coast. 

The seabass were raised at Hubbs Ma- 
rine Research Institute and the funds for 
the project were raised, in part, by the 
NCMC—PR. Local anglers caught parent 
fish during a special permit-only season 
set up specifically for that purpose. Dai- 
wa Corporation provided reels as incen- 
tives for anglers to turn over the live sea- 
bass. Dick Helgren, an Oceanside sport- 
fishing landing operator, and Tim Voak- 
lander, a San Diego party boat skipper, 
provided more than 100 immature white 
seabass as well. 

California’s saltwater sport fishermen, 
commercial fishermen and party boat op- 
erators are taxed ($1, $10, $10 each, re- 
spectively) each year to finance studies 
to determine if raising marine fish for re- 
source enhancement is feasible. Hubbs 
receives a large share of these funds.

cap. Bonded to the underside of the bow 
tube is a stainless steel lifting handle. At- 
tached to the outboard sides of the collar 
near the bow are lacing cuffs, to which 
are fastened one inch diameter grab/life- 
lines. These lines do not extend beyond 
midship and, therefore, present no entan- 
glement problems for divers aft. Amid- 
ship, on each side near the top of the col- 
lar, is a heavy duty lifting or grab handle 
that also serves as the seat for the oar- 
lock. Near the stern are two more grab/ 
lifting handles. These are fitted with short 
bars, providing tie-off cleats aft. Inboard, 
near the stern, are two large loop-shaped 
grab straps of Hypalon covered fabric. 
Below these are two Velcro® fasteners for 
securing the oars out of the way. 

The fiberglass hull has a non-skid deck 
surface, a Stainless steel towing/lifting 
eye bolted to the stem, an integrally 
molded transom (rated for a maximum 35 
hp engine but 10 to 20 hp is recom- 
mended) with a protective engine mount- 
ing plate, two stainless towing eyes and 
two stainless lifting eyes and a large vol- 
ume bailing scupper. 

Additional standard features include: 
two hardwood oars, a pump with pres- 
Sure gauge, a flagstaff, a repair kit, a ma- 
rine plywood combination foredeck and 
bow dodger with a fabric bulkhead, a roll- 
up boarding ladder that when unfurled 
extends about three feet into the water, a 
boat and motor cover and a storage bag. 

The RH 360's sea test was fun and im- 
pressive, too. We carted the boat the 
short distance from W.E.T. to Mission 
Bay, where launching was conducted 
quite easily. After loading people and 
gear, we headed out through the bay to 
the open ocean. Conditions were near 
perfect: A breeze kept the bright sun from 
getting too hot and, at the same time, cre- 
ated a choppy surface. With only a 25 hp 
Mercury engine, and loaded with three 
passengers and some dive equipment, 
the RH 360 responded to the throttle, ris- 
ing quickly to plane across the surface. 
That’s not to say the ride was without its 
share of bumps. But bumps and bounces 
could be expected in conditions like 
these, even with a deep V-hull slicing the 
crests of the swells. The ride was fun and 
fast. Our destination was the U.S. Navy 
tower just off the coast. There the boat 
was put through various speed runs and 
turns. It performed very well. Later, some 
of the participants did water entries and 
exits, in addition to diving.

response to all parts of the island. 

Significant watery playing and working 
goes on west of Long Point and Is partic- 
ularly intense in the Isthmus Cove to Em- 
erald Bay area, including popular dive 
sites at Bird Rock, Ship Rock and Eagle 
Reef. In the late 1940s my favorite hide- 
away from business was at Emerald Bay 
in the lee of Indian Rock and its associat- 
ed rocky reefs. 

The backside of Catalina Island, includ- 
ing Farnsworth Bank, is also popular with 
divers and other watersports enthusiasts 
and boaters. All of these activities can 
lead to emergencies to which Baywatch 
Avalon has to respond. 

Because of the constantly increasing 
numbers of watersports devotees, the 
city of Avalon requested an additional 
Baywatch lifeguard boat be assigned 
Catalina. In 1972 Baywatch Isthmus 
came into existence. In addition to Lieu- 
tenant John Stonier, Baywatch Isthmus 
consists of lifeguards William Barker and 
Steven Traeger. 

The Baywatch lifeguard boats are fast 
and well equipped for rescue and aid to 
divers or other watersports enthusiasts. 
The boats are 30 feet long, powered by 
twin 330 hp engines and capable of 
speeds of 30 miles per hour. The boats 
are fully equipped with radar, VHF-ADF 
marine radios and fathometers. In addi- 
tion to lifeguard equipment the Baywatch 
Avalon and the Baywatch Isthmus boats 
are outfitted with firefighting pumps and 
apparatus, portable salvage pumping 
units, scuba diving gear, cliff climbing 
rescue gear and complete paramedic 
equipment. Both of the Santa Catalina 
lifeguard stations also have four wheel 
drive vehicles that can be used to re- 
spond to various emergencies in the 72 
square mile interior of the island. 

In recent years the University of Califor- 
nia Marine Science Center at the Isthmus 
added a hyperbaric chamber to its facili- 
ty. In addition to hyperbaric research, the 
center is able to respond to various kinds 
of dive accidents. Since 1974, 283 divers 
have been treated there. The Catalina 
chamber is crewed by Dr. Andrew Pil- 
manis and a staff that includes USC/L.A. 
County Hospital's Dr. Jeff Sipsey and a 
large number of volunteers, many of 
whom are divers. Baywatch Isthmus life- 
guards have been trained as chamber 
technicians and treatment supervisors as 
well. In 1976 Baywatch Isthmus life- 
guards were the first ever to be trained as 
fully accredited paramedics. Later Bay- 
watch Avalon lifeguards were also 
trained and are now contracted with the 
city of Avalon to provide paramedic ser- 
vice for the city. 

Because of their unique qualifications, 
Baywatch boats are equipped with para- 








medic equipment and facilities. They can 
provide oxygen inhalation/resuscitation/ 
suction procedures, have defibrillator/ 
EKG monitors, various fluid kits, trauma 
kits and radio gear for constant commun- 
ication with medical personnel on shore 
at either the hyperbaric center or with the 
hospital. All on board lifeguard crewmen 
are paramedic trained. 

Because of the diverse nature of Santa 
Catalina Island’s marine sports activities 
and the enormous number of people in- 
volved in them and because of the in- 
depth training and experience of the life- 
guards riding the fast Baywatch vessels, 
these dedicated personnel probably re- 
spond on a regular basis to more water 
related accidents than any other rescue 
unit in the world. According to Lieutenant 
Jonn Stonier, ‘‘Based on training and ex- 
perience in the many phases of water 
rescue and treatment, the two Baywatch 
lifeguard stations are some of the most 
experienced agencies in sport and com- 
mercial diving enforcement, rescue and 
treatment anywhere.” He added, ‘'It Is in- 
teresting to note that dive accidents ac- 
count for only a small percentage of the 
various marine emergencies Baywatch 
boats respond to.’ 

In an emergency this completely dedi- 
cated service can be contacted, in Los 
Angeles County, on VHF marine radio 
channel 16 (the international calling and 
distress frequency for VHF radio) or by 
calling the United States Coast Guard. 
Lieutenant Stonier also told me, “‘In addi- 
tion, on land at Catalina Island, Baywatch 
Avalon and Baywatch Isthmus can be 
dispatched by calling 911.’’ Both Bay- 
watch boats can respond and be under- 
way within two to three minutes after re- 
ceiving an emergency call.

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[Learned About Diving From That 


For Lack of aKnife

S° and | had carefully planned our week 
of “‘spring hopping’ and artifact diving 
across north central Florida. And, the last three 
days were an exciting odyssey. We sucessful- 
ly penetrated the twisting labyrinths of unex- 
plored cave systems beyond 1,100 feet and 
recovered archaeological resources from the 
Withlacoochee River. Today, September 5, 
1969, we stood on the banks of the Suwannee 
at Suwannee River State Park, near the cross- 
ing of U.S. Highway 90. A park ranger had giv- 
en us permission to dive and we were not 
about to throw away this opportunity. 

During the Civil War, Confederate troops 
were garrisoned here to protect a rail crossing 
and for the next 50 years, the town of Colum- 
bus flourished as a focal point of commerce. 

It was a searing 95°F; sweat trickled down 
our bodies in rivulets and, as mosquitos 
buzzed around us like fighter planes, we 
donned our wetsuits. That blackwater is sure 
going to feel good, | thought. ‘Hey Steve, is 
my knife in your bag?”’ “‘No, the last time | saw 
it was back at Branford in the motel. You 
brought it in when we charged our cave lights 
during lunch.’’ Then | remembered leaving the 
light on a chair with my mask and fins. In addi- 
tion to charging a battery, | had left my wetsuit 
outside to dry, but, for security reasons, had 
taken the smaller items inside. 

At the water's edge | threw my inner tube in- 
to the river, then let out 60 feet of line and 
slipped the stick, to which it was attached, un- 
der my tank belt along with my goodie bag. 
The water felt good as | stepped in and sat 
while slipping on my fins. ‘‘Never dive without 
a knife! Its purpose is not to kill sharks, instead 
it is a very practical tool, basic to diving. And, 
it may save your life if you are snagged by a 
fishing line or a net.’’ The words of my diving 
instructor echoed in the chasms of my mind. 
| knew the rule well and realized the potential 
for entanglement is magnified in low visibility 
water. A gut feeling told me to abort the dive. 
But it was late in the day and the ranger stated 
we had to be out of the river before 8:00 pm 
(park closing). | had successfully persuaded 
this official to sanction our dive, but he might 
change his mind the next day. Opportunity 
knocks only once. And, besides, | had logged 
120 dives since my certification nearly three 
years before. Most of these were challenging 
by any standard—ice dives, deep dives below 
200 feet, decompression dives and extended 
cave penetrations. Yes, a knife was important, 
| thought. But experts can bend the rules occa- 
sionally. | had seen it done more than once by 
other partners who were ‘‘experts.’’ | forgot 
the knife as visions of antiquities carpeting the 
river bottom filled my mind. 


Steve was entering the water. ‘“‘Good luck!”’ 
| said. Then | eased off into the swift, tea col- 
ored water. It was flowing faster than usual ow- 
ing to heavy summer rains. At eight feet the 
last vestiges of sunlight disappeared and my 
beam penetrated three feet into the darkness 
like a Star Wars light saber. Howard, you are 
more than a match for any fishing line, | 
thought. The limerock channel wall dropped 
quickly to a depth of 25 feet. 

Crawling and pulling myself along the bot- 
tom, | shined my light in and out of rocky 
cracks and potholes. It was slow going and the 
drag of my inner tube on the surface didn't 
help matters. Much of my time was spent re- 
stuffing the goodie bag and float line stick 
back under my belt. They were always being 
snagged and pulled out. 

After 45 minutes underwater, | was frustrat- 
ed. All | had to show for my effort was an emp- 
ty goodie bag and abrasions on my hands 





from the jagged limerock. Where were the arti- 
facts? The rugged bottom and scattered 
boulders confined my search patterns to nar- 
row sweeps. | decided to move some distance 
farther into the center of the channel to new 
territory. After positioning myself and checking 
my air, | decided to drift backward with the cur- 
rent toward my entry point while scanning the 
bottom with my light. 

A little voice inside me questioned the 
wisdom of this action in swift current and 
blackwater. But, | did have a float and line, 
which would keep me from being blown into a 
siphon—a real threat in the Suwannee. There- 
fore, | saw no real danger. | let go of a boulder 
and flew along the bottom like a leaf in the 
wind, shining my light in cracks and crevices 
and wondering where the artifacts were. 

Then, in a split second, | heard snapping 
and popping and felt my body clutched and 
squeezed by great bony fingers—the limbs of 
a large submerged tree. | was lodged in the 





branches. Twisting and turning, kicking and 
pulling | broke free of their grasp and was 
blown through. A close one, | thought, as | 
gripped the bottom and purged my mask. 

However, when | attempted to continue my 
journey, there was a sharp tug on my belt. It 
was my inner tube line, which now ran from the 
surface through the tree to me. | reached for 
the stick to free myself and found it dangling 
from my belt. The line and goodie bag were 
tangled and knotted together and snagged 
around my quick release buckle, which, in ef- 
fect, was jammed tight. No doubt | created this 
mess by continually shoving the stick and bag 
back under the belt. | now had one great gran- 
ny knot. 

My first thought was to go back through the 
tree. But, as | shined my light among the 
branches | realized this was impossible. | at- 
tempted to surface and found the short line 
coupled with the powerful current allowed me 
to rise no more than ten feet. | stood up, dug 
my heels into the bottom, and pulled with all 
my might but failed to break the line. 

The knife! In my mind's eye | saw it lying on 
a chair in the motel room and realized what a 
fool | was! Now, literally tied to the bottom with 
death minutes away, black clouds of fear and 
panic billowed into my consciousness. 

| set about untangling the conglomerate 
snag around the buckle. Slowly, by feel, | loos- 
ened the line knotted tight by my pulling. Care- 
fully, | threaded the stick back through assort- 
ed entanglements. My light, attached to my 
wrist by a lanyard and too clumsy and large for 
use, arced at random in the current. For one 
second its beam flashed full force in my face, 
the next moment it poked wildly in the dark- 
ness. My tank was nearly empty. 

All at once, line and goodie bag parted. Re- 
leasing the stick | headed up and 30 seconds 
later felt the warm Florida sun and saw blue 
sky. On the bank Steve was removing his fins. 
A minute later | joined him. Neither of us had 
found anything. | did not share my experience 
with Steve. The trip to Branford, Florida found 
the two of us engaged in small talk about to- 
morrow's plans. 

Seventeen years have passed since that in- 
cident. I've had the fortune to find Spanish 
treasure, historic shipwrecks and gain recog- 
nition in underwater archaeology. Some of my 
friends, experienced divers, have lost their 
lives in diving accidents during this period. For 
the most part these deaths were the result of 
the same mind set | had on that fateful day. 
The truth is there is a vast difference between 
experience and maturity. Only when an experi- 
enced diver becomes a mature diver is he/she 
a safe diver. >t
